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PREFACE 


This anthology is intended for use by anyone who has an adequate read- 
ing knowledge of Armenian.  Hitherto, because of the lack of material, Armen- 
ian literature has been inaccessible to those whose primary language is not 
Armenian, We have tried to remedy that situation by offering a book prepared 
in accordance with the principles and: practices of literary. anthologies used in 
the teaching. of western European literatures. 

The volume consists of three parts: 1, an introduction, 2. the main 
body of the text, and 3. a glossary, The introduction provides a brief dis- 
cussion of the beginnings and the problems of the Western Armenian Renaissance 
as a background for the literary panorama that follows. The main body of 
the book contains the selections in Armenian grouped under the headings "Ro- 
manticism," "Realism," "Satire," "The Post-Realist or 'Artist Generation," 
and "Literature of the Diaspora," arranged by authors in chronological or- 
der within a given group. 

Every section consists of a general discussion of the literary move- 
ment or genre and a biographical sketch of each author followed by his works, 
Footnotes are added to explain references and vocabulary which, in our opin- 
ion, may be unfamiliar to the reader, Although we have been liberal with 
our footnoting,in order to facilitate the reading and appreciation of litera- 
ture, we do not claim to have anticipated àll the difficulties of all the 
readers, who will have a variety of backgrounds, : 

A complete glossary at the end of the volume, which contains all the 
words used in the book except nembers, obviates the need for a dictionary. 

All the poetry and & few prose selections have been recorded on tape 
and can be obtained directly from the author, 

The selections come from the nineteenth and twentieth centuries, the 
period of the development of western Armenian literature. They are confined 
to poems, short stories, portions of essays, and excerpts from novels, Dra- 
matic literature has been omitted completely for two reasons: 1. it. 
never reached a level of achievement comparable to the other genres, and 2, 
it is much more difficult to present a portion of a play that will repre- 
sent the whole in spirit and craftsmanship. 1 

Many factors have influenced the choice of material. Bearing in mind 
that this is the only anthology of its kind, and likely to be for some time 
to come, we felt obligated to take into consideration such things as the sig- 
nificance of a work in literary history; its represetativeness of a literary 
genre, à social phenomenon, a state of mind, a geographical division of the 
diaspora, an author's work as a whole, subject matter, or literary techniques; 
availability; readability; and space. 

Readability has been both a positive and negative factor, leading to 
the inclusion of some works and the exclusion of others. Thus, works in clas- 
sical Armenian have been omitted altogether, as have those whose language re-' 
flects local dialects to such a degree that they would be too difficult for 
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the average reader to understand, Hence, writers like Ujhgwu and Pj umpu- 
gh, to name only two, have not been represented in this collection, 

Whenever we have chosen a selection which bears marked vestiges of clas- 
Sical Armenian, we have, with few exceptions, substituted modern case endings 
for the old, especially in the genitive singular and plural, in order to avoid 
overburdening or confusing the reader (who may have a minimum of experience 
with the Armenian language) by confronting him with forms with which he is not . 
familiar and which he is not likely to meet again. Orthography has also been ` 
modernized somewhat for the same reason. Deviations from this have generally 
been confined to poetry (where changes would have disturbed the meter) and to 
those few cases in prose where the meaning is so clear that the older form 
helps to give a taste of the archaic flavor without constituting a diffi- 
culty for the reader. 

We realize that there will be disagreements with our choices and omis- 
Slons, In the first case, we have been guided by personal judgment; in the sec- 
cond, we have had to contend with the problem of space, At this point, we can on- 
ly hope that the reading of this anthology will be a worthwhile experience 
and that its reception will encourage the preparation of a second volume, so 
that we may fill in the lacunae and give a more comprehensive view of western 
Ármenían literature by including the works of other deserving authors, espe- 
cially the younger ones, 

` In closing, it is a pleasant obligation to thank the many individuals 

who have in various ways helped us in this pioneer effort. We express our 
appreciation to the authors, their families and relatives, the scholars and lov- 
ers of Armenian literature who have provided us with valuable information 
and suggestions, We thank also the dailies ui pun of Watertown, Mass,, 
éuj ntüh p of Boston, Mass., and Sunw of Paris, as well as the Armenian 
Cultural Foundation of Arlington, Mass., for making their resources available 
to us, ^ We gratefully acknowledge our indebtedness to Professor Krikor Mak- 
soudian of Columbia University for his enthusiastic support, for reading the 
manuscript, and for making helpful suggestions. Finally, we wish to thank 
Mr. Nerses Joubanian for the many hours he cheerfully devoted to proof 
reading and other details in the final stages of the typing of the manue

SUGGESTIONS TO THE TEACHER FOR LITERARY ANALYSIS 


Every teacher can learn certain techniques and teaching devices from 
others, but in the final analysis, unless he can stamp them with his own per- 
sonality, he will be operating as a technician rather than as a teacher, His 
first task must be to master his subject matter through total immersion. If 
he is teaching literature, he must know the author whose work he is asking 
the students to read, to analyze, and to appreciate, This means studying the 
author's life and a sufficient number of his writings above and beyond those 
he will read with his class so that a given selection may be studied and ap- 
preciated within the context of the writer's total work, Thus prepared, he 
will be able to speak with authority and conviction whenever he makes a state- 
ment, By being able to do this, he will command the attention and respect of 
his listeners, and he will succeed in arousing their interest in literature. 

To those who are seeking guidance, we make the following suggestions, 
which we have found to be useful. in our own teachings 


1. Background of the work. If the selection being studied is a poen, 
it is necessary to know the name of the poet, the volume in which the poem 
appears, when it was published, and whether the selection represents the 
work in its entirety or only a segment of it. If it is the latter, one 
should know what precedes by way of story or ideas and what follows. If the 
piece is an excerpt from a play (not included in this anthology ), the read- 
er should be given, in addition, any pertinent information concerning the 
structure of the play so that he may have a clear idea of the situation, es- 
pecially if dramatic rules and techniques are involved that are new to him. 
‘Similarly, if the excerpt is from a novel, one should know what kind of 
novel it is, what has preceded the present selection, and any other item of 
information that will result in a better understanding and appreclation of 
the work, It is also very helpful to know how this work is related to the 
life of the author, and what, if any, are its literay and historical sources, 


2. General lines of the story and sequence of ideas. Narratives nor- 
mally do not present serious problems unless symbols are involved, They may 
exist in any of the genres mentioned above, In a poem, the poet may tell a 
simple story which is symbolic of something else, which he may or may not ex- 
plain at the end, The unfolding of the story may be accompanied by a revela- 
tion of the author's ideas about certain things. The events and ideas should 
be noted in sequence and analysed for their significance ani logical develop- 
ment, 


3. Form, In dealing with poetry, one should analyze its structure. It 
may be a sonnet or a longer poem, It may employ lines of as few as five syl- 
lables or as many as fifteen. It may be divided into quatrains, or sestets, 
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or stanzas of uneven length, It may have a definite rhyming scheme, or it may 
not, It may use enjambement only within a stanza, or from one stanza to an- 
other, Within the general architecture of the piece, there is the question of 
imagery, The images may be appropriate or inappropriate, exaggerated or sub- 
dued, striking or stereotyped, colorful or lacking in. color, concrete or 

vague, sensual or erotic. One may ask such questions as: Are the verses or 
sentences musical? What kind of sounds dominate? Is there a relationship be- 
tween the length and cadence of the verse or sentence and its thought content 
(e.g., if a child is running, does the cadence and rapidity of the verse convey 


that feeling)? 


4, Mood. What kind of mood does the author create? How does he do it 
(through his images or through the use of adjectives)? Is the author sensitive 
to suffering? Is he in sympathy with his characters, or is he objective, even 
Stonily passive?

. 1, Background, @wewlu, written in 1915, was published in 1919 
in the collection entitled Uku gb2bptu dhugi apzujnju. When he 
composed the poem, PEptbufü. was twenty-six years old, unmarried, and childless. 
This is one of several poems bearing the same title, the last of which appeared 


in Utp,a collection published in 1933. PEpbbuu repeatedly expressed his 
deep sorrow for not having been blessed with a son, 


2, Sequence of ideas. In the first stanza, the poet complains to God 
for having denied him a child, By so doing, He has caused the poet's death 
within himself, In the next stanza, the poet visualizes how, in his old age, 
he would have been a protector to his son and the latter a strong support to 
him until the poet's death. In the last two stanzas, fLpLiwu sees himself 
going from door to door, begging young strangers for filial love, The tragedy 
will conclude when he dies,unknown,as he seeks to find his son in the eyes and 

. souls of strange boys. 


3. Form. This is a fourteen-line sonnet with a rhyming scheme of abba 
cddc eff ghh. Each line consists of eleven syllables. Although the poet ad- 
heres to the principle of rhyming, he uses enjambement for variation in rhythm. 
Thus, qpugun at the end of the first line rhymes with suipwswp in the 
fourth line, but there can be no pause after Qn [UgUp, for the indirect object 
of that verb (huóh) is in the next line. Another case of enjambement is found 
at the end of line ten.- In both these cases, the first words of the balance of 
the enjambement (rejet in French) receive special emphasis by coming at the be- 
ginning of the next line. The reader can picture more clearly the poet (huèh ) 
approaching unknown ( ouwp) boys as he seeks,tremblingly,the son he never had, 

Throughout the poem, Pbpkbwu is careful to place key words at the be- 
ginning or end of verses or phrases. Thus, in the first stanza, the first 
three lines begin with qutlüh, huüóh, and uwpqhb5ghn , the three key words of 
the poem, In the last two tercets, one finds  Vhüu; nbn, phe, omup (twice), 

nnunpquqhü,anà wuóuuop. 

He resorts to diagritical marks as well ko emphasize certain words. 

Such is the case with ni, puywhtbghn, bu, wu, and mnuu. The words óp- 
nhd5 wpb; ywnwnbynd; and wüóuuop^ illustrate the use of the grave accent 
to lay strong emphasis on words by creating & brief pause after them. The com- 
bination of these procedures achieves flexibility of rhythm without destroying 
poetic rhyme, 

The most striking imagery is found in the first quatrain, in which the 
author talks pra the relic of his love being helplessly imprisoned behind 
locked doors (...64 wyn wdVuuniu uhpn J u/ ü h uw pubpne. mu 
wujnju ), as well Ae the poet en, ubpng uf Uu tii ghp tuli Ë. m it te pu 
Aga AN ¿upu un Je The poet considers himself thus killed because ` 
there is no offspring bearing his name, in whose veins flows his blood, 

The second quatrain contains some concrete images, such as the poet bent 
over by age, Standing beside his tall, vigorous son, Thereafter, the imagery is 
less precise. The reader has to imagine situations and composite pictures, 

We find an p in qnjwgup, puywutbghp, àpnhd, unjpgnil, up ppu, 
“N99, and qnanqnnnuqhu although normally it does not exist in these words, 

The reason is that @tpthuw wishes to add a full syllable to his line in order 
+o come out with eleven syllables (the meter he uses in this sonnet), In the 
first line, for instance, if the n of qnjugup is eliminated, the number of 
syllables will be reduced to ten, thereby destroying the metric regularity of 
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the poem, A similar situation exists where the other words are used, i.e., 


in lines four, five, six, eight, eleven, twelve, and thirteen. This device 
is used by all poets who follow a metric pattern. 


b, Mood. The sadness of the poet is made dramatically clear in the 
first line, for wugu and qpugup convey the impression that the poet has 
been deprived of many things, even the gift of a son. It cannot be said that 
adjectives, or verbs, or images alone are primarily responsible for the crea- 
tion of a melacholy mood, which is the result of the cumulative effect of all 
these elements, Among the adjectives, one might mention wuynyu, uuunuwó, 
onun, and wudwhof#, Significant verbs, in addition to qp(ugupare puywt- 
ubghp, ywnumnbyny, Bubunhi, and wW&nuhd. As for adverbs, ¿upu un 


and nnqnnnuqhu are the two that seem to accentuate the poet's melancholy,

INTRODUCTION 


THE WESTERN ARMENIAN RENAISSANCE 


The cultural regeneration that is known as the Armenian Renaissance took 
place in the second half of the nineteenth century.i With the establishment of 
the Ottoman Empire in the fifteenth century, Armenia ceased to exist as an in- 
dependent entity. Reduced to a state of servitude, and deprived of all but mo- 
nastic schools, the Armenian people for a long time were able to maintain only 
a semblance of their former culture. Once again the church became the guardian 
of the national identity and of educational institutions, The priests, withdrawn 
into their cells, prayed, read, and wrote in the language of their forefathers, 

With the advance of printing, books began to come off the presses in 
Venice, Constantinople, New Julfa (Persia), and Etjmiadzin, dealing exclusively 
with Armenian history and religion, The eighteenth century saw a slow educa- 
tional movement develop, as both the Catholic Mkhitarist fathers of Venice and 
the Armenian patriarchs of Constantinople encouraged publications. Permission 
to open Armenian parish schools was granted by Sultan Selim III in 1789. Al- 
though the educational program of those schools was still primarily religious, 
secular subjects were also included, thereby opening the way for greater en- 
lightenment, 

The progress continued as new schools were opened, more books were 
printed, and an occasional "annual" was published in the Turkish capital.  How- 
ever, things developed slowly, for conditions in the Ottoman Empire were still 
too restrictive, and subject peoples were still leading a servile life. The 
administration of the minorities, placed in the hands of their religious leaders 
at the time the Ottomans established their rule in Constantinople, was almost as 
authoritarian as that of the political rulers, Among the Armenians, the patri- 
arch had his own court and prison. He could imprison people without outside 
interference, He was assisted by a group of amiras,” especially in financial 
matters. The small businessmen and artisans had scarcely any voice, except when 


1. Although historical Armenia was divided primarily between Russia and Turkey, 
the Renaissance affected both sectors simultaneously. The basic elements were 
similar or identical, but at the same time, the actors and some of the mani- 
festations were different. The events in each sector must be treated sepa- 
rately, and since this anthology is limited to western Armenian literautre, we 
have confined ourselves to the discussion of the Western Armenian Renaissance, 
2, Men who had achieved leadership in government or business, 
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they were called upon to confirm a fiscal decision made by the amiras., Since 
this situation had led to disputes between the two groups, the amiras be- 
grudgingly assented to greater participation by the others, 

It was only after the declaration of the Tanzimat, the reform decree of 
1839, that a dramatic change took place, The document promised security of 
life, honor, and property to the subject peoples and imposed fiscal responsi- 
bility on their leaders, It also forbade imprisonment without judicial authori- 
Zation, The decree, combined with the changes that had begun to take place with- 
in the Armenian community, opened a new era for the people. 

The Sultan's promises brought new hopes and with them new plans, The 
somewhat more relaxed atmosphere encouraged less timid actions, Whereas before 
1839 Armenians had gone to study in Europe. in small numbers, now they began 
to go in clusters, One group went to the Mkhitarist schools in Venice and 
Padua, while the other headed for Paris, The former consisted of the younger 
Students, seeking to complete their basic education, the latter of older boys 
in search of a university education, The first was inspired by the romantic 
patriotism of Father Ghevont Alishan, the second by the democratic humanitari- 
anism of Lamartine, Hugo, Michelet, Louis Blanc, and others in France, 

The Parisian group, more mature than the adolescents who went to Italy, 
was in & position to contrast the French scene with conditions in Turkey and 
to be impressed with the infinitely greater freedom in France, It saw 
that even a monarchy could function according to a constitution, It witnessed 
Frenchmen taking to the streets to express dissatisfaction with the government 
&nd to demand reforms, It became imbued with the principles of the French 
Revolution, At least one of the group actually joined the French in the streets, 
banner in hand, in the winter of 1848-1849, to lead the demonstration and to 
shout appropriate slogans, 

When these young men returned home, they wished to bring about a radical 
change in the social, political, and cultural life of their people. They were 
joined by the graduates of the Mkhitarist schools to assume the leadership in 
this gigantic task. They found allies at home among men who, without having 
left the country, had become acquainted with the main currents of social, 

olitical, and literary thought emanating from Europe. This group of men 
later joined by women) has been called the "Renaissance Generation." 

Among the many problems faced by the Renaissance Generation were the 
revamping of the national administration, the expansion and improvement of 
the parochial school system, and the reform of the Armenian language. The 
Tanzimat had already reduced the power of the patriaroh, but this did not 
satisfy the reformers. They wished, through the creation of elected councils 
and committees, to have a voice in policy-making. Eventually, they achieved 
their objectives when a second reform decree, the Hatti Humayun of 1856, directed 
the subject peoples to draw up bylaws to govern the internal operation of 
their communities, The Religious Council and the Supreme (Civil) Council, 
which had been functioning for some time together with the Educational 
Council, were not considered adequate to satisfy these conditions. By 1860 
"constitution" was drawn up by a committee led by 9, Onbwu, V. In tuhu bulu, and 
u. u but. Although it was not ratified by the Sublime Porte until 1863, it 
was put into operation immediately by the Armenian community, 

The change and improvement in the schools was slower and less dramatic, 
but it came in time as physical plants were improved, better textbooks and 
teachers were provided, and the educational program became more centralized and 
uniform throughout the system. 

nupun (classical Armenian) had been the language of the church and 
the literati. Given the conditions that prevailed for several hundred years, 
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this was not a very serious matter, for in the absence of secular schools, 
generally only clerics and privately tutored persons could reads However, 
now the need to direct public opinion and to raise the cultural level of 
the nation made literacy imperative, To achieve this, it was necessary to 
speak to the people in their own language - the vernacular - and to offer 
them interesting material. 

Armenian newspapers, naturally, took up the cause of the vernacular. 
In this, Aube , founded in 1852 by the patriarcate but edited with consider- 
able freedom by U, hifhetbut, rendered distinguished service for more 
than half a century. The language that had evolved in the mouth of the peo- 
ple for daily communication needed enrichment and refinement to cope with 
the wide variety of subjects offered for daily reading, Translations from 
French created an urgent need for new words, Old classical words were given 
new meaning, New words were formed by analogy with French. At times, even 
the French words themselves were used in their original or transliterated 
form, The theatre joined the journals and periodicals to bring about a rap- 
Ad development of the vernacular into a literary language. 

Literary activity was part of this social, political, and cultural 
ferment. Its timid beginnings before the establishment of full-scale contact 
with France soon assumed the proportions of movements, Romanticism, Realism, 
Naturalism, and Symbolism found their echoses first in Constantinople and later . 
in the provinces. Regional literature came into being at the end of the cen- 
tury, and western Armenian literature seemed on the way to its greatest heights, 
when the genocide of 1915 almost put an end to it. I 

The following pages attempt, with certain limitations, to trace the 
development of that literature, 
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ROMANTICISM 


INTRODUCTION 


Since the members of the Renaissance Generation who had been educated 
in France had come into contact with Romanticism, it was natural for them to 
follow the tendencies of that school in their literary efforts. Thus, Armenian 
Romanticism, like its French counterpart, was historical, Christian, and 
melancholy, 

Several of these eleménts were part of the Armenian tradition,  His- 
tory had constituted a very important part of the Armenian literary heritage 
Since the invention of the Armenian alphabet in the fifth century, and its 
latest monument was Chamchian's History of the Armenian People, written at 
the end of the eighteenth century, Although using a modern approach to his- 
toriography, it was heavily imbued with patriotism, The nineteenth-century 
writers wished to maintain that tradition, for through resurrection of the 
glories of the past, they hoped to cultivate a sense of identity ani pride 
among the people, 

Christianity had joined hands with history to dominate the Armenian 
literary scene for centuries. The importance of the church in the social, 
political, and cultural life of the people, the life and death struggle with 
Persian Zoroastrianism, the quarrels and negotiations with the Greek Orthodox 
and Catholic churches, and exístence in the Ottoman Empire as a religious minor- 
ity headed by a clergyman had all kept the religious consciousness of the 
people at a high level and had enriched literature wlth many types of reli- 
gious writings. Thus, whereas the French return to the Christian Middle Ages 
was a reaction against eighteenth-century rationalism, the continuance of the 
Christian element for the Armenians was merely the maintenance of a long- 
stánding tradition, 

With the progressive secularization of Armenian society and. institutions, 
love poems became part of the literary mainstream as every would-be Lamartine, 
Hugo, or Musset put pen to paper, and pretty young maidens, real or imaginary, 
drove young men to lyrical frenzy. The twilight, the silvery moon, the lovely 
flowers, and the little lakes received their share of attention. However, the 
strong religious and historlcal traditions would not allow amorous binges to go 
unchallenged, and even the worshippers of natural and human beauty returned to 
religious and historical themes. 


1. The religious and historical poetry of the Romantic School has not been 
adequately represented in this volume because it is written in classical 
Armenian or a mixture of the classical ani the modern language, 


The Armenian poet, like his French confrere, was a melancholy being. 
Without denying the importance of the "mal du siècle" imported from France 
and coloring love poetry, it is necessary to bear in mind that the world 
around the Armenian poet was not a happy one. Nor was the history of the 
last five centuries. As a sensitive being committed to the advancement of 
his people, he could not for long observe Armenian reality with the detach- 
ment of the Parnassians or the egocentric individualism of the early Romantics, 
Even a young man like Ininpbwt, . conscious of his imminent death, . could 
stop weeping over his own misfortunes long enough to devote a few touching 
lines to his people. 

As the spirit of patriotism grew, as religious disputes rent the 
community, and as there developed a greater awareness of the social, political, 
and economic condition of the people living in the provinces, there was a 
greater tendency away from individualism and toward ethnocentricity, Patriotic 
songs and calls for unity and brotherhood became more common, There were 
even discreet remonstrances against the Turkish government. This ethnocentric 
tendency still prevails in western Armenian literature. 

The modern Armenian theatre, brought into being and nursed along in 
its infancy by the Mkhitarist fathers in the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, 
had been inspired by both the Bible and Armenian history. In time, transla- 
tions of ancient and modern classics had come to enrich the repertoire, but 
it was the works of ]L2hllBu2 (luu, Pbpquwu, Uupyby, Fnipbwi, and 
others that influenced the minds. Generally speaking, historical plays bore 
the mark of literary classicism, but their subjects were both Christian and 
pre-Christian and, with few exceptions, national rather than Greek or Roman, 
as had been the case in France, 

Since the demand for plays could not be satisfied by native writers, 
translations of foreign authors like Comeille, Voltaire, Hugo, Goethe, and 
others became popular, Once again, Armenian tradition was playing an impor- 
tant role, for after all, translation had a history dating back to shortly 
after the invention of the Armenian alphabet. 

The novel had not been cultivated among the Armenians before 1850. 
Although because of this it was freer to develop in any direction, 4puwpbuti 's 
sentimental novel, Wnupny bL Vappnesf (1851), a to TY & ) 
lasting trend, éb S works, on the other hand nonu Lupnub (1878 
bpuntup 2. A 1879),and @kngnpnu f»untuh (1881) were more , 
in harmony with the needs and mentality of the time, for they dealt exclusively 
with national history, extolling the virtues and condemning the weaknesses of 
his compatriots, Undoubtedly, his greater talent was also a factor. 

More than a quarter of a century elapsed between linupni be 
Uuppni$h and Pnpnu Lbunth without the publication of a novel whose 
literary quality could have made it worthy of the name, This was not due to 
a lack of demand on the part of the public, for more than two dozen novels, 
including Les Misérables and Notre Dame de Paris, were translated from French 
into Armenian during that interval, The scarcity of talent and the great 
demand . made on the time of this generation of writers were partly responsible 
for this situation, but the greatest obstacle was posed by the censor, A1- 
though a certain degree of freedom existed in Constantinople during the reigns 
of Abdul Mejid and Abdul Aziz, censorship was strict enough to discourage novel 
writing, A few appeared in the eighties, but they were either feminist in 
their aim or considered so innocuous that they escaped the censor's pen, 

In this rather barren field, Shruwp's and #bntug's novels remain the 
best representatives of the genre,

Poet, teácher, dramatist, and orator - these are some of the many roles 
played by the indefatigable U'lpmh; "ibohlUfow2 j wu during his brief existence. 
Living at a time of great social and intellectual ferment in the community, he 
became involved in nearly every phase of Armenian life. 

He was born into a family of modest means in Constantinople. His 
mother and father were victims of consumption while he was still young, and 
` eventually his sister, his brother, and he were to succumb to the same malady 
before any of them reached old age. 

After receiving hís elementary education in the Mkhitarist school of 
Pera (Constantinople), "/boplfiuabulu was sent to the Untpumbwu school 
of that brotherhood in Padua (Italy), in 1839. There, the Italian environment, 
the Italian teachers, and the Armenian monks had a profound influence on his 
life, as did the study of Armenian history and the Armenian classical authors. 

Back in his birthplace, he embraced the teaching profession, both as a 
classroom teacher and as a tutor of the children of the wealthy, It was in 
the latter capacity that he met Uppni$h Ywiwubwu (later Shruup) (1861) 
and promptly fell in love with her. Although she was not indifferent to him, 
circumstances did not favor a conjugal union between the two. Nonetheless, a 
Strong bond remained between them, and during his long illness, she is said to 
have visited him every day in order to read to him and to minister to his needs,. 

ME op \feus but was in the forefront of the movement that sought to 
develop a Sense of pride and identity among the Armenians through acquaintance 
with their rich heritage. Many Catholic families that had preferred to speak 
Turkish at home began to use their mother tongue as a result of his efforts, 
He also shared the view of his contemporaries that unity must be achieved in 
the community by overcoming the animosities engendered by religious disputes, 
He wrote songs ( "DBqpujn tup dbp" ), founded organizations, and made 
speeches in all quarters of Constantinople,as he attempted to soothe the 
passions and bring the people together again, 

In the mid-fiftles,'he formed a theatrical company with the dual pur- 
pose of refining the public taste and cultivating the patriotic spirit. When 
his first two presentations failed due to the fact that the offerings were in 
classical Armenian, he proceeded to write his own plays in the vernacular and 
&chieved instant success. He also translated Alfieri's Saul and Bruto Primo 
and Voltaire's La Mort de César, Although they served a useful purpose and 
were very popular, "Loh She pbt E four original tragedies and two comedies 
fail to give evidence of any dramatic talent, 

"Lohlg[ouo uus poetic legacy, including songs, elegies, and 
occasional poetry, consists of approximately sixty poems in classical and 
modern Armenian, Some of his imitations of French, English, and Italian poems 
are close enough to the originals to be virtual translations, Others, on the 





hand, aré so imbued with his own spirit and that of his evironment that they 
are tantamount to original creations, 
His subjects encompass love, life, death, nature, and patriotism. An 


imnortant number of his poems have their source in the love he harbored for 
Unancih WuSulubwu, a love that manifests itself in the form of a deep pla- 


tonic feeling, 

This melancholy and highly personal poetry is simple and direct, free 
of any philosophical complexity but marked by delicate sensitivity, harmony, 
and proportion, which is sometimes destroyed by the lack of moderation result- 
fing fřom his patriotic fervor. His best verses are in classical Armenian, 


Notwithstanding his meager poetic output, Tk ohlyfêwojbwu has come to be 
recognized as one of the three major Armenian Romantics, the others being

Zeitun, throughout the centuries, had retained à semi-independent status 
within the Ottoman Empire, It acknowledged the sovereignty of the sultan's 
government by paying its taxes, but otherwise it had self-rule. Many were the 
conflicts that took place between Zeitun's inhabitants and the government for- 
ces, one being in 1860, when troops were sent to collect higher taxes decreed ` 
by the government, but the Armenians defeated the Turks.

hbnntu Unp..9u puybut, known as Uwpyty,. was born in Constantinople 
and educated by the Mkhitarist monks in Venice. He had already been ordained a 
priest when he left the monastery to go to teach in Paris, It was shortly 
thereafter that he and several other clergymen, including his brother, left the 
Mkhitarist order in a dispute with its leadership (1857), and UVupwL became a 
celibate priest in the Armenian Church. 

While in Paris, he taught, contributed to the periodical Vwubmg 
Unweup (published by one of the dissidents), and met Lamartine, whose Les 
Harmonies he translated and published in 1859 under the title of ^7püulip. 
Soon, when the school in which he taught closed its doors, he accepted a post 
as teacher of the Armenian language and liter&ture in a newly founded Armenian 
school in Theodosia (Crimea). He also became editor of Vwubwq ÜngutWfh, which 
had been transferred from Paris to Theodosia. It is there that he wrote Un2u 
Ay (a five-act tragedy in verse), Upwĝpwuljw, (a comedy of manners), and Wup- 
nbupp (a book of poems) 

"Upon being dismissed from his post, Umpyty returned to Constantinople 
in 1862. However, his peregrinations were not destined to end until he had 
visited Etjmiadzin: and Jerusalem (where he was elevated to the rank of bishop 
in 1867) and had had a brief term as primate of the Armenians in Rumania, Once 
back in Constantinople, he was determined to remain there the rest of his life. 

He enjoyed his greatest triumphs and suffered the great tragedy of his 
life in the Turkish capital. As an eloquent orator and popular poet, he was 
the toast of the salons of the Armenian aristocracy. He was for a time sec- 
retary of the Religious Council and later a member of the Armenian delegation 
enttfusted with the task of presenting the Armenian case to the Congress of 
Berlin (1878). 

The first volume of Ywpwky?s poetic works, umnnbuhp (1863), consists 
of melancholy poems inspired by his sister, dunnnriüh. n à period when 
writing love poetry by a clergyman would have been considered highly inappro- 
priate, he expressed his sentiments under the guise of fraternal love and dedi- 
cated the book to his sister on the occasion of her wedding. He would like his 
reader to believe that he finds solace in this love from the bitterness and dis- 
appointments of life, A few verses inspired by his deceased father are also in- 
cluded in this volume written in classical Armenian. .

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In #uun aunhahbui (1868), another collection in classical Armenian, 
patriotism, religion, and nature join hands to furnish themes to the poet as 
he tries, on the one hand, to console the Armenian émigrés by recalling the 
glories of the past and, on the other, exhorts them to remain attached to 
their history and homeland. Some poetic flights, philosophical observations, 
and attractive nature images characterize this volume, 

Intense patriotism, a legacy from his days in Venice, and so charac- 
teristic of Armenian poetry of the 1860s, is the only theme of jfusn» 

tp (1875). The first part deals with the past, the second with the 
present, and as the former brings back memories of heroes, saints, and better 
times, the latter laments the tragedy of his day. The language of these poems 
is modern Ármenian, sometimes very clear and sometimes weighted down with 
classical expressions, Despite his capacity for feeling, UupujLJ's excessive 
patriotism and lack of imagination prevent him from achieving great poetic 
heights, 

Un2ul R, (1862), written for the students in the Armenian school in 
Theodosia, is completely lacking in dramatic and literary merit,  Ujudjnwu- 
hw (1862), a satire about provinetals who aped French manners, is a more 
successful play. 

Suspected of political indiscretions, and defrocked by his patriarch 
in 1888, he led a wretched existence at his sister's home until one day he 
was taken to the Ministry of Police and poisoned, it is said, with a cup of 
coffee (November 4, 1892).

Uypnuapé . UüEtVbuu was born in Constantinople. Upon completion of his 
elementary education in that city, he was sent to study with the Mkhitarist 
fathers in Venice, When he returned to the Turkish capital, at the age of 
twenty, he chose a career in government by entering the postal telegraph ser- 
vice. Thereafter, he led a peaceful life, with very few changes, dedicating 
himself to his job, his family, literature, and painting. He participated lit- 
tle in Armenian community life. 

His poetic works consist of Uwiwgt (1871), an epic poem, ¢upmp bi. 


upuuuntp (1871), Lnju bL umntbn 1887), Qunuuu $ndb5p (1892), 
and Tenni LUAT - Bniuun pate (1908), the last containing 
Lnju Gt uantopp and qupüu nyep as well. Like nearly ail his con- 


emporaries, he also made some translations from French, 

üüELVb5uu was a very popular poet in his day, for he sang of the 
things that interested his readers in a language they easily understood, He 
is very much at home describing a little child, a cat, a dreaming girl, a boy 
hurt by & thorn, or some transient aspect of nature, At times, he expresses 
his own aspirations and disillusionment. Occasionally, he is led to wonder 
&bout man and life by the scenes he describes, but he refrains from assuming 
the cloak of a thinker, 

His poetic activity continued long after Armenian Romanticism was dead, 
but he never outlived the Romantic frame of mind acquired during his days in 
Venice under the insplration of H thou. Literary historians have placed 
him among the minor Romantics with Uyupnup[EJ, St phu tuu, TM nytpbwi, Ubh- 


bwt, and others,

"bunnu "nipbOV was the most gifted of the Armenian Romantic poets. 
His life, culminating in death from consumption at the age of twenty, was 
much too brief to allow him to develop his talent to the full, yet long 
enough for him to create some of the most delicate and tragic lines in modern 
Armenian poetry, : 

His father, a blacksmith 1n Scutari (Constantinople), Was Scarcely 
able to provide for his family òf eight, but he acceded to his son's wishes 
by sending him to the Obudwnwy after an initial period of private study. 

The boy's diligence enabled him to make such rapid progress in school that he 
skipped a grade along the way. A brilliant performance on the final examina- 
tions in his senior year earned him a volume of Lamartine's works as a prize. 

When Tnrnbuu graduated from school, he knew Greek, Turkish, French, 
and English, as well as Armenian, At age thirteen, he had already made trans- 
lations from French and English authors and had written some original poems, 
of which only one has come down to us, As a devotee of the theatre, he had 
also authored a play entitled Ywnn bt pnezwu during his senior year. 

His first paying position, obtained after some disappointments, was as 

` Secretary to a businessman, but after a few months of service, more as ser- 
vant ani errand boy than as secretary, he left in protest. A brief period as 
tutor in a wealthy family likewise ended in resignation, for he resented the 
merciless exploitation at the hands of his employer. 

At this point, Pnenpbwu?’s love for the theatre and his economic cir- 
cumstances led him to take a more active interest in the stage. His Yung 
br onegwu and Ube Snnbphad been performed in 1867 and 1868 respectively 
“Gath Very little TTHaneial benefit to the author), when he was asked by the 
leading producer of the day to write a new historical tragedy.

t was not long before he contracted consumption, the malady that had 


become the curse of the nineteenth century, and died on January 21, 1872 at 
the age of twenty. According to published accounts, four thousand mourners 
followed the coffin of the young poet, 

7Tnriphlul?s literary output consists of forty-three poems (including 
variants), ten or eleven plays tat which sone remain unpublished), thirteen 
letters, and a eulogy spoken at the death of a friend. Most of his poetry 
was written in 1871, after he had discovered his fatal illness, and it con- 
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tains his finest verses, 

His keen sensitivity, a knowledge of his approaching death, and a 
yearning for love determined his moods and provided him with a rich source of 
inspiration, Some of his best-known poems are: "Nght PE,” "Uhnbgh piq," 
"Uhpbi". "'vbpu Shu," “Ssdhrup," "LÜul," "“Spuncugp,” "hd gwen,"

In a'letter, dated December 10, 1871, and addressed to his youngest 
brother, the future patriarch of Jerusalem, "niphwü writes: "I, who loved 
only songs in this world, want my last breath to be a song."

Bndubp Choduubuv ( &bpbug) introduced the historical novel into 
Armenian literature 1n the latter part of the nineteenth century. Born in 
Constantinople, educated partly in that city and partly in the Mkhitarist 
school in Venice, he was a teacher at the age of seventeen, With the passage 
of time, it became evident that his interest lay in a medical career,  Lacking 
the necessary preparation for entrance to medical school, @#hnbug decided to 
Work several years as a pharmacist's aide in order to acquire a basic know- 
ledge of chemistry. In addition, before returning to school, he wished to 
undertake a trip through Armenia to find out, he. said, what the word "Armenia" 
meant, His travels (1843) took him as far east as Alexandropol,near bDnbtruu 
in Bastern Armenia,and as far north as Tiflis, Georgia, with its large Armen- 
ian community. The material he gathered on the trip served him well when he 
came to write his novels, 

The year 1848 saw him studying medicine in Paris, and 1853 found him 
back in Constantinople as a full-fledged doctor. However, this restless pa- 
triot was irresistibly drawn into public life. He soon became embroiled in 
the Swun.tbwt-Swiwiwuntbwt controversy of the Armenian Catholics, which 
created dangerous enemies for him. He took an active part in founding and sup- 
porting educational and charitable associations. He made a trip to Cilician 
Armenia to investigate the possiblity of establishing agricultural schools for 
‘the peasants. Accused of disloyalty to the Turkish government by his enemies, 
he was recalled before he had completed his mission. Nevertheless, the trip 
had been beneficial, for once again he had ‘been able to amass information which 
would be useful to him as a novelist. 

He was sent to Cyprus in 1875 as a doctor in the public service, and 
there, in relative peacefulness, he wrote his first novel, Pnpnu Lenth, 
published in Constantinople in 1878.' Soon, he left for Tiflis, where he 


wrote and published bnüniup P nupnr (1879) and PEnnnpnu Mznniwh (1881). 

Pnnnu LBinuh tells of the reconquest of the barony of Cilicia by 
Bijau Tis son of LBinu. While Luen and his son fineptu perish in the 
Byzantine emperor's prison, @nnnu manages to escape with the aid of a half- 
Armenian princess, who later becomes his wife. After many adventures, demon- 
Strating the patriotism, valor, and wisdom of @npnu, the land is reconquered 
and peace assured for the Armenians, 

bpunivp 2 nwnnt deals with the ten-year period between 851 
and 861, shortly before Upnu RuqpnumniVh was accorded the title of "Prince 
of Princes" and nearly two and one-half decades before he was recognized as 
king of Armenia by the caliph of Baghdad. It is the darkness before the dawn, 
when popular uprisings, heroic deeds, and unlikely adventures reminiscent of the 
Arabian Nights avail the Armenians nothing because of their disunity, There is 
a glimmer of hope at the end of these "labors,"' but no real indication is given 
of things to come, ; 
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PLbngnnnu fpmntuh concerns the seventh century trials of the Arme- 
nian people, when the Arabs invaded their country and held it captive for two 
hundred years, Once again, disunity is the great internal enemy as the Arme- 
nians fight the Arabs and 3yzantines, sometimes separately, sometimes simul- 
taneously. There is no resolution of the problem at the end, I 

The didactic aim behind éupliug*s novels determines their: sourse of 
action. That aim is to show the evils of disunity and the benefits of co- 
operation between the people and their leaders, He wishes to communicate his 
own Spirit of patriotism to his reader as a means of bringing about the de- 
sired unity. His superheroes and supervillains are straight line characters 
with little or no psychological depth, Mystery and improbable adventures are 
characteristics of his plots. His language is contemporary Armenian, still 
bearing traces of classical Armenian in its vocabulary and grammar, 

#tipbug follows faithfully the traditions of the European Romantic 
historical novel and succeeds in establishing the genre among the Armenians, 
Pubbp and others will cultivate the art further in eastern Armenian litera- 
ture,

There were two milestones in Unpniip Shruup's life. The first was 
her family's decision to have her study with Vypups "ILohlfhuo Gufu in 1861 
and the second, the death of her daughter, The former resulted in her trans- 
formation from a mocking critic of everything Armenian to a lover of Armenian 
culture, while the latter put an end to her literary activity, 

Unpnct ih uuu but was born into a distinguished francophile family 
of Constantinople. Her early education in a French school and tutoring by her 
brother in the French language shaped her attitudes before she met “jf Upu- 
2[U8uUt, who not only reoriented her thinking but also fell in love uf. h his 
beautiful pupil. However, her short-lived engagement to a doctor made it 
clear to him that marriage with his pupil was impossible, She eventually mar- 
ried a French musician named Dussap (1871). I 

Unpnc ih Shruup published her epistolary novel Uujmu in 1883. A 
year later appeared Uhnuun/2, using the more conventional narrative pattern 
but similar in subject matter to its predecessor. In 1887 followed her third 
and final novel, Unupuhu Yul Yundniipu. After the great tragedy of her 
life, the death of her daughter, Dorine, in 1891, she wrote no more until her 
death in 1901. 

With Uwjmu and its sister works, the thesis novel made its entry into _ 
western Armenian literature. The author's readings in French had introduced 
her to the works of Mme. de Staél and George Sand, both of whom had decried 
the attitudes of society toward women, It seemed natural for this Armenian 
woman with a French education, endowed with intelligence, and possessing an 
aggressive temperament, to make common cause with them and to extend the 
battleground to the southeastern extremity of the European continent. 

In her three novels, Shruup condemns the Armenian prejudice against 
working women, She attacks a man-oriented society that punishes moral trans- 
gressions by women but tolerates similar conduct by men, She is opposed to 
marriages of convenience made by tyrannical fathers, She professes a firm 
belief in the importance of the family as a social institution, but she in- 
Sists that it be based upon love and equality. 

In general, Shruwp's novels are sentimental tragedies portraying 
suffering women with unfulfilled lives. Her heroines are victims of social 
conventions and evil men or women, They are paragons of virtue and goodness, 
while her villains are their complete antitheses, At times, her women sound 
like lawyers as they defend their rights against unprincipled men, The in- 
fluence of J.-J, Rousseau, Mme. de Stael, and George Sand is obvious on Sht- 
uup's characters and style, z 

This eloquent champion of women's rights ereated a controversy which 
lasted more than two decades,

REALISM 
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INTRODUCTION 


It is not possible to place exact dates on the beginning and end of 
Armenian Romanticism, It began in the 1840's and retained the adherence of 
some poets long after the debut of Reallsm, There were those who made futile 
efforts to follow the new literary current. Others were more successful in 
making a transition, but the deep imprint of Romantic sadness and sentimental- 
ity was ever present in their works, especially since the realities of Ar- 
menian life during Abdul Hamid's regime were not conducive to happy poetry. 

The event that is considered to have marked the advent of Realism was 
the establishment of the daily, Upbebyp (1884), under the editorship of Up- 
qup Unjhhuptuu, Its dual aims were Ue break the monopoly of Uuuhu in 
serious journalism and to give new direction to literature, The young men who 
gathered around Upiifwpbwu had decided to follow the Realist-Naturalist school 
in writing about contemporary society, and they were determined to close the 
door tothe writers who did not adhere to that principle. Their hand was 
strengthened when the two publications were compelled by financial problems to. 
unify their Bana konG nk ani editorial boards. This enabled Upbtbjp to re- 
main a daily and Uuupu to become a literary weekly guided by the same prin- 
ciples, When ium Pp (1891), edited by Updhupnbut , joined the others, all 
hope of working successfully outside the framework chosen by the Uuuhu= 
Unbcbtp combine was lost completely. 

There were factors other than the rebel group's arbitrary actions that ` 
also encouraged the development of Realism. It is necessary to remember that, 
although Romanticism had dominated literature for a long time, it had never 
completely monopolized it. The comedy of manners, cultivated in Mkhitarist 
Schools and offered to the public in Constantinople, had preceded Romanticism 
and later shared the stage with it. Thus, while the Romantics were busy loving 
women, admiring nature, and painting sad pictures of the past and present, the 
satirists laughed at the social and individual weaknesses of their contempo- 
r&árles, hoping thereby to bring about needed reforms in manners. 

fünupni Ge Uuppne Sh, with all its Romantic elements, had a con- 
temporary setting, mingling real personalities and events with a highly un- 
likely plot, Mppu'iwis, the eternal Romantic, was always concerned with the 
life and traditions of the provinces, and his fellow cleric, Upniwudutuwtg, 
inspired by him, followed his lead. 

Moreover, four decades of any literary movement would be enough for 
all but its most die-hard devotees. The period in which Romanticism held 
sway had been very eventful and many-faceted. Uwufu had become firmly es- 
tablished, and other periodicals had come into Being. A new national admini- 
stration had been forged based upon a clearly defined set of rules, The Edu- 
cational and other councils were functioning with a greater or lesser degree 
of success, The public had developed à taste for reading not only native lit- 
erature but foreign literature in translation as well. Of pei Sh Shruwp 
had already published her first feminist novel (Uw jimu á 83)), introducing 
one of the most hotly debated issues of the time, The insecurity and injustices 
existing in the Armenian provinces of Turkey had become the subject of much debate 
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in the Armenian National Assembly in the 1870s, The attention of the public 
had been gradually drawn from the past to the present, 

Hope for reform from the Sublime Porte had progressively diminished and 
vanished completely after the accession of Abdul Hamid to the throne, The 
alternative was to strive for changes within the Armenian community, itself, 
while waiting for more favorable circumstances to achieve the kind of reform 
that could come only from outside, 

In France, from which the Armenian writers took their cue, Romanticism 
had long since spent itself,  Realism had briefly held sway and in turn had 
evolved into Naturalism. By the time Armenian Realism appeared on the stage, 
Flaubert, the Goncourts, Taine, Zola, Daudet, and Maupassant in prose and 
Baudelaire, Leconte de Lisle, Rimbaud, and Verlaine in poetry had become im- 
portant literary figures in France, In short, the time was ripe for a change, 

The utilitarian concern with the present led the new generation of 
writers to seek their subject matter in contemporary society. The best way, 
they felt, to make the public aware of the problems and to bring about needed 
solutions was to expose those problems in literary form. Editorials and news- 
paper articles had their role to play, but literature had a unique advantage 
in that it could dramatize a problem in a way that was impossible for the 
others, The misery and exploitation of the poor and the insensitivity of the 
upper class to the needs and aspirations of the less fortunate must be por- 
trayed vividly. Hypocrisy, religious bigotry, greed, materialism, outmoded 
methods of treatment of inmates at the National Hospital, and divisions within 
the Armenian community must be brought to the attention of the readers, Up- 
dbupbuu, 9SosSpuw, Pupu&ut, üuduwupwluu, ¿nuun, and others virtually 
inundated the journals as they made their literary debuts as Realists and 
carried Armenian literature in the modern vernacular to new heights. 

In their writings, all of Armenian society passes before our eyes, The 
powerful amira, the callous socialite, the religious fanatic, the servant, the 
unfaithful lover, the dutiful father, the contrabandist, the street porter, 
the teacher, the émigré, and ultimately the provincial Armenian form an endless 
procession of characters in this glimpse of Armenian types. The reader obtains a 
view of salon life with its brilliant soirées, but he also sees the wretched 
existence of the displaced provincial suffering in the unhealthful. and crowded 
conditions of Constantinople inns, These writer-reformers, by their very pur- 
pose, were committed to dealing with the darker side of life. Of necessity, 
the powerful are corrupt and insensitive. The weak are good and consequently 
subject to exploitation, The naively sincere are always deceived. Selfish- 
ness runs rampant, evil triumphs, and goodness is victimized. In this dark, 
pessimistic picture, the collective body is the loser through its individuals, 

Direct observation was de rigueur among writers who claimed to show life 
as it was. The little pocket notebook became the inseparable companion of as- 
piring or established authors, who jotted down their observations of the minu- 
test details as they sought accuracy in their representations, Characters were 
often taken from real life although they were sufficiently disguised to pre- 
vent recognition, 

Romantic melancholy was replaced with Realist melancholy. The French 
Realists had claimed that their aim was objective reality. Therefore, they 
had striven to remove themselves from their stories, This detachment some- 
times ended in lmpassiveness, A Maupassant could even be suspected of laughing 
internally at human weakness, Not so with the Armenian authors, who saw too 
many little tragedies around them to laugh. The more forceful their portrayal 
of these tragedies the more likely they were to arouse their readers, Imper- 
sonality was only for those who could be less involved than Unphwpbwu, 2o54- 
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puy; Uuduupuljuu, ¿pwun, and others in the early stages of Realism. 

Revolt against injustice, anger at the exploitation of the weak, 
and sympathy for the underdog are characteristic of the Realists. Intrusion 
into the story to moralize or philosophize is common to all, Punpuluu is 
more impersonal than the others, but it is, nevertheless, easy to see where 
his sympathies lie. With tightened censorship and a more delicate political 
situation, authors became more circumspect and more prudent in Constantinople, 
but periodicals published abroad carried on as boldly as ever, 

It is at this time that provincial literature took its place beside 
the literary creations of the capital,  fluwhugh, U2nj buds, and 
Supnnunpb6uu came to enrich Armenian letters with a portarayal of the life 
of the folk in the interior of Turkey, with their simple but hard life, be- 
liefs, prejudices, and superstitions, This picture of the Armenian provinces, 
where different values existed and different dialects were spoken, reminded 
the Europeanized and more sophisticated readers in the capital that there was 
another kind of life among the Armenians which had not changed very much 
during the past few decades, It made them perhaps more conscious of a dif- 
ferent source of literary inspiration, as well as of the fact that life in 
the provinces was much more grim than life in Constantinople, 

The achievements of the Realist School were in prose, not in poetry, 
for the strictly utilitarian approach to literature precluded Parnassian de- 
tachment and ivory tower dwelling, The influence of the Parnassian School 
lay in form rather than in substance or attitude, Later, it combined with 
other influences to help shape Some of the poetia works of the following 
generation, The two selections from Zouwuhkwu give some idea of the nature 
of the limited poetic output of the Realists,

Unguly Jouwubwt is one of the most representative figures of the 
Armenian Renaissance by his dedication to Armenian progress and his multi- 
faceted activity in the pursuit of that ideal, He was a tireless researcher 
and a prolific writer, who not only cultivated the old literary genres but 
also broke new ground. i 

Even before he left elementary school, 2oujurutuu was writing poetry 
and translating French plays into Armenian, When he entered the newly-founded 
Ubnpnuuljuu School in Galata (1887), he had the good fortune to study with 
some of the best-known men of letters of his day. 

He was still a student when Uphrb5p began to publish his translations 
from Daudet, Maupassant, Flaubert, Zola, Gautier, and others, Soon, poems and 
original folk tales added more variety to his publications, now appearing also 
in Uuuhu, When he graduated from school, he intensified and broadened his 
literary activity even more to include literary criticism and research, encom- 
passing both Armenian and French literatures. 
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Üngujnjuh jujubn and @pfinnevubp, collections of poems, appeared 
in 1891 and 1892 respectively, A-few months after his assumption of the edi- 
torship of the semi monthly. &unhlj,. events in 1895 induced him to forsake 
Constantinople for the freer:and Safer atmosphere of Paris, From then on, 
life was a continuous and unrelenting effort to uncover the Armenian literary 
treasures of the past, to make Armenian culture better known to the French, 
and to keep the Armenian question alive with the heln of his French friends, 
Besides contributing to non-Armenian periodicals, he founded Uuwifa, 
which he published from 1898 to 1911 and 1929 to 1954, 


In addition to dpowjnjuh dujubp and Mnfinnidvtn, J2ouutübut 's 
works include ENW Nie rir marqa] (1902), mma nLdpün (2 vols., 
1924, 1929), "unlbnub ; wpnoiubpne nnt unu (Foto) Puluuu - 
nbdn.ehrcuub (1950), many translatiths Troh AFRERTS I to French and From 
Frenc o Armenian, as well as innumerable biographical and critical studies, 

Unauwl 2ouuñíubuu was more successful as a prose writer than as a poet, 
As an innovator, he enriched Armenian literature with the literary folk tale and 
the tableau (wuuljun), the latter being a descriptive piece that captures a 
moment in life and immortalizes it. He was a respected and influential liter- 
ary critic, who from the beginning supported the Realists and defended the 
cause of simple prose against turgid rhetoric, 

An exile by necessity and a martyr through choice, Jouwiubwi devoted 
himself to the Armenian cause in all its facets by publishing, speaking, and 
traveling, without always being certain of sufficient economic resources, and 
he left behind & legacy that has earned him a place in Armenian literature and 


history.

Uphhup Ünfhunbuu's life span coincides with that of another. out- 
standing name associated with the Western Armenian Renaissance, the periodical 
Unufhu. Each played a significant role in the development of the language and 
literature of the second half of the nineteenth century, lipiihunbut even edited 
Uwuuhu briefly in the 1880s, 

Updpuptwt was born while his family was en route to Constantinople 
from Ulu. After a few years in elementary schools in Turkey, he was sent to 
complete his education with the Mkhitarists in Venice (1867). Although he de- 
veloped a taste for literature under the influence of Father Ujfhpuwu and others, 
family economics, especially after his father's death, compelled him to accept 
employment as a bookkeeper in a business establishment, Later, he became sec- 
retary of the Armenian patriarchate and as such more and more involved in Armen- 
ian national affairs. He even served as a delegate to the Armenian National As- 
sembly. 

In 1878, he began a series of articles on Armenian life in Constantinople 
for the periodical. Vout, published in Tiflis. His informative pieces, fla- 
vored with witty satire, became so popular among the Caucasian Armenians that, 
when he visited Tiflis in 1884, he was already enjoying a reputation as a writer. 
On his. return, he wrote a series entitled "flenbunpnifpru h Gurywupw™ 
in Unttbyjp, doing for eastern Armenians what he had done for their western 
counterparts. 

In 1890, Upnihhupbwu was arrested as a revolutionary, imprisoned, and 
pardoned two months later, The following year, he became editor of guy pup 
He left Constantinople in 1896 to avoid the fate of other Armenian intellectuals 
and activists. Shortly afterward, he founded the monthly Wupu (1897-1901) and 
the semimonthly Unp Ybwup (1898-1902) (London), both organs of the 4üulj- 
wu party. One of the more interesting features of the latter was his by-line 
entitled “Opn tuwu kan |," which he had begun in 1884 in Ynbib and con- 
tinued briefly in unb bo » It was not long before ttri hun ati was on the 
move again. He landed Tirst in Venice (1901-1905) and then in Cairo (1905), 
always editing or founding periodicals and taking an active part in Armenian po- 
litical life. His strong stands on national issues embroiled him in many contro- 
versies and ultimately resulted in his assassination by his political enemies on 
the streets of Cairo (February 12, 1908). 

Uptipuptuwi wrote more than a score of narrative or seminarrative 
pieces together with a number of literary criticisms. All except one remained 
scattered in newspapers and periodicals until after his death. Those that have 
appeared in booklet or volume form are: Üupi2p (1886), Uup/fhp du/nig 
(1909, 1961), “umuuunnhujp bi nu (1928), 


lvu nun[n ul L, 
(1928), Wumnnulj Ó 1929), "uwuUdnru n uulfubn (1931), and "luf. 
[biu éb nupni Painphny $ujng qpuljuuntgbuwu (1966). 
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Contrary to the principles of Realism to which he was devoted, Und pupbot 
is not an impersonal writer. The aim of his realism is the improvement of the 
condition of his people through the revelation of their vices, weaknesses, and 
suffering. He is the champion of the downtrodden and the enemy of the power~ 
ful, His style is characterized by witty satire, bitter reflections, and senti- 
mental moralizing, Generally clear, his prose is sometimes marred by pro- 
Mixity. | Uupdhp ELEM a novelette, is considered his best work. 

Although Upihupbwu does not lack literary merit, his contribution to 
literature lies more in his innovations and the impetus and direction he 
gave to Armenian Realism than in his own literary achievement, because with 
him literature was a means to an end rather than an end in itself. The press ` 
also benefited greatly from his work, for he founded or edited new dailies and 
periodicals, which he inundated with articles on a large variety of subjects. 
He aided the cause of the vernacular by consistently making it his medium of 
expression, Thus, in spite of his shortcomings, he remains a central figure 
in the development of western Armenian.literature,

When the small band of writers that had gathered around Uuuhu and 
Upbibjp decided to give a new direction to literature by turning it toward 
the potrayal of contemporary life, it may have thought primarily in terms of 
the "natives" of Constantinople. However, the Armenian population of that 
city consisted not only of the native-born but also of a substantial number of 
new arrivals who had left the provinces in search of economic improvement, 

The latter -husbands, fathers, or unmarried adolescents — had expected 
to find greater opportunities than existed in their native cities or villages, 
but their dreams were soon shattered when they discovered that almost the only 
work available to them was that of street porter or water carrier, The living 
they eked out scareely sufficed to support them in dingy and dirty inns, The 
cries for help from parents and wives alike lacked the power to change their 
condition. 2pwun (Ubjpnu Uhipübwu ), himself an intellectual from the 
provinces, became very. concerned with the misery of these unfortunates, which 
he described in his series of articles entitled """iuunnt[juh Ybu phu." 

He was born in a little village near funr. At age eleven, he con- 
sidered the educational opportunities in Constantinople far more attractive 
than those of his birthplace and set out for the capital in spite of family 

"opposition, 

Upon completion of his secondary education, he embarked upon a teaching 
career, which he was able to continue until 1896, when political conditions 
made it advisable for him to leave for Varna, Bulgaria, Many of his manuscripts 
were destroyed hy the Turkish police in their search of his home, He returned 
to Turkey two years later, but not before he had founded a school for Armenian 
immigrants in Bulgaria. Immediate arrest and exile from the Turkish capital 
followed, with a strict prohibition against teaching. In 1908, he was able to 
return to Constantinople to resume teaching and again to take an active part 
in national affairs, Eventually, he became a victim of the events of 1915. 

Although 2 pwn began to write in 1883, his first work of major signi- 
ficance was “Quwinntfaf bhuupkus" undertaken at Upphupbwt's urging 
and published in the weekly, Uwupu , beginning in November, 1888, He de- 
Scribed graphically and with feeling the menial tasks, the physical suffering, 
and the mental anguish of these displaced persons as they languished in poverty 
and ill health hundreds of miles away from their families, 

In time, as the provinces assumed greater importance in literature, 
Znwun devoted most of his attention to the people in the interior, without 
completely abandoning his interest in the fate of the émigrés. In his short 
stories, reminiscences, and " Ghüuljuuh tuwullubn" (written after his return to 
Constantinople in 1908, and published in lquwuuwpun and elsewhere), he re- 
created the Armenian peasants' hardship-laden, monotonous life, varied only by 
natural and ‘manmade disasters, At the same time, he emphasized the peasant's 
falth in God and tenacious adherence to national traditions, 

épuumn's writings remained scattered throughout the dailies and peri- 
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odicals of the day until a volume of his works,” ena pula MU CIE 
published by the Friends of Martyred Writers in 1951, con rut gn Lu 
Yowtpt uwiulyutp” and some short stories, In 1915, as in 1896, many ot 
spwun's manuscripts were wholly or mostly destroyed by the Turkish gendarmes. 
Clarity and directness are two of the most important features of 
Zpwun's style. He describes persons and events accurately but with feeling, 
He understands thoroughly the humble folk whose life he depicts, Through his 
pathetic pictures, he wishes to disturb the conscience of his readers in the 
hope that they will wish to change the situation for the better.

The most imposing figure of Armenian Realism, ?nhqnn Q2o$puu, 
began his literary career in 1878 with editorlals and newspaper articles, but 
it was not until the publication of his two critical essays on Shiuup's 
Uw juu in Gnpypwanium (1883) that he attracted attention in literary circles. 
The following year, the same periodical offered two installments of the never- 
to-be-completed 2htuulwi Vuuduliuüh, in which he satirized Armenian life in 
Constantinople in a manner reminiscent of Montesquieu's Lettres persanes, Soon 
thereafter, encouraged by Undfpuptwi, he joined the new movement and eventu- 
ally became its foremost representative, 

Qo$puuj was born in 1861, in Constantinople, Frequent changes of 
schools in his early years, dictated by vicissitudes in family fortunes, 
failed to impede his educational progress, He received an engineering degree 
from the lycée in Galata Seray, but faced with unemployment, he turned to the 
law, Within three years (1 882), he was able to embark upon his professional 
career, 

His literary activity, begun in his student days, became more pro- 
nounced, Besides the above-mentioned works, he published his only complete 
novel, UuShuwugué ubpntun vp, in  Uwuhu, in 1886. Thereafter, he wrote 
spasnodfozTIy CoE) TOS BOTHE especially productive during his years as ed- 
itor of Uwuhu (1892-1893 ana 1898). 

9o$nuu was actively interested in national, social, economic, and 
educational problems. He assumed leadership roles in educational and chari- 
table associations, and he became a member of the Armenian National Assembiy. 
Whenever direct involvement was impossible, he used the press to influence 
decisions with his unequivocal position on issues, 

Internationally known as a trial lawyer, as well as an expert in penal 
law, 2oSpuu was invited to teach at the state school of law after the de- 
elaration of the Second Ottoman Constitution (1908). He reached the zenith 
of his career when he was elected to the Ottoman parliament, where he dis- 
tinguished himself as an eloquent speaker and reformer. However, that did not 
prevent his deportation and murder in 1915 on orders from the minister of in- 
terior, Talet Pasha, 

Three collections of short stories were published during Qo nuu's 
lifetime: jvnüvwwuph dujubn (1909), Ubwupp hu+uku np E (1911), and 
Lnrn gutbp.

The subjects of Qofpuy's stories are taken from life itself. Little 
dramas, occasionally happy, but frequently sad, are condensed into a few well- 
written pages, where rapid narrative and romantic scenes alternate with vigor- 
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ous descriptions and caricatured portraits, 
Although there is great diversity among his characters, the most impor- 


tant among them are women who need to love and to be loved, Failure to satis- 
fy this need brings unhappiness to the seeker, whereas success often causes 
unhappiness to others, 2o $mputmr, fascinated by the physical charm of women, 
and feeling a kinship with their romantic temperament, shares the grief of 
those who suffer but does not hesitate. to condemn those who exploit others, 
2o$nuu's attitude toward social morality is as demanding as his at- 
titude toward personal morality is liberal, He tolerates, even sympathizes 
With, the woman who openly sells her body for money every day, but he ex- 
coriates the wealthy man who prays on Sunday and defrauds his clients the 
rest of the week, 

His prose is clear and his imagery powerful. He paints vivid pictures 
with rapid strokes. He is as skillful in putting sea waves in motion as he is 
in creating upheavals in the minds and emotions of human beings, His narrative, 
punctuated by beautiful descriptions and crisp dialogues, leads the reader 
quickly to the climax of the story. His irony heightens the pathos; his sense 
of humor brings relief; his symbolism adds depth; while his poetic prose lends 
beauty to his style, Despite his apparent haste, as evidenced by incomplete 
sentences and an occasional error in grammar, Qo $ puny remains the incom- 
parable storyteller of his and subsequent generations,

From his sketchy autobiographical notes, we learn that Shqpuu 
Uuduwpuljufü was born in 1866, in Constantinople. Little is known about his 
education except that he attended the Unudbuu School, where he had as his 
teacher of Armenian Antibi Wusunnip Upuwpbwt, destined later to become 
one of his severest critics, 

He made his literary debut in 1884 with the publication of croniques, 
short stories, and the translation of a novel by Eugene Sue. The work that 
brought him notority and fame, however, came in 1888, when . UnGitsyp, after 
some hesitation, decided to serialize his Yup dwuybupt: ug Air a novel 
based upon contemporary life, The initial reaction was so adverse that at one 
point.the author seriously consideredits discontinuation, However, gradually 
the pendulum swung in his direction. 

dunduubnhu ugfhlüp is the first Realist novel in western Armenian 
literature. In it, contemporary reality is not simply the backdrop but rather 
the very substance of the story, Local manners are presented carefully and 
graphically as the author attempts to expose the darker side of life in late 
nineteenth-century Constantinople. 

Although Uuduupuljuuü wrote some short stories, descriptions, chroniques, 
and literary criticisms, people always referred to him as the author of yup- 
duujbufhu wnfhlp, a designation that has been carried into literary his- 


tory, 
In 1896, UwJuupuljuü left Constantinople to take refuge first in 


Egypt and then in Paris. He continued to send occasional pieces for publica- 
tion in the Turkish capital but eventually gave up literature for a career in 
business, He died in 1950, in Vichy, France,

Lonny RUCULbDUV 


(1868-1943) 


Loin Rugujows, like Uud'uupuluñu, saddened his contemporaries and 
deprived future generations of the fruits of his literary talents when he 
abandoned literature for a business career. Although he seems to have had 
plans to return to literature after he had achieved some financial security, 
they never materialized. 

Pupu kuwu was born in 1868 in Constantinople, Soon after his gradua- 
tion from the “Epukntbuu School, he joined Upphwnbwt and others on the 
aha LEES staff and remained there until 1890, As a member of a poli- 

cal party, he found it prudent to leave home and profession to make a pil- 
grimage to Paris, the mecca of Armenian intellectuals, He returned when the 
danger had passed and joined Upppwpbwt on the staff of Swypbuhp as assis- 
tant editor in charge of its literary section, 

Five years later, he again found it necessary to go into exile, a sit- 
uation which was to last until his death, He joined his friend Upẹþwupbwu in 
London, where he eventually became editor of von babes a “national, literary, 
political" semimonthly published by the 2'usul but party. With the cessation 
of the publication, he left the literary and journalistic field and sought his 
livelihood as an employee of a French industrial firm in Baku, 

The upheavals in that portion of the world induced him to seek haven in 
France in 1920, There, he became active in Armenian political, educational, 
and charitable committees and even edited the bilingual Le Foyer, published for 
the French-Armenian community, To some, the few excellent literary pieces he 
contributed to this monthly may have heralded Ruoulbuu 's return to litera- 
ture. If so, they were hopelessly disappointed. He died in 1943, in France. 

Puu but 's style is generally distinguished by balance and a careful 
choice of words, literary traits learned from the French masters, He is highly 
impersonal, but that does not prevent him from stirring the emotions of his 
reader with his selection of subjects, well-structured plots, skillful narra- 
tion, and tragic endings. 

At this writing, there are only two volumes of Ru2ujbuus works:

ve pages, all his political and critical writings, as well as his transla- 


tions, still remain scattered in dailies and periodicals.

The writer of the best Realist novel (according to Opw4wu ) came into 

literature in the most unlikely manner. Born in Constantinople, Upnewun 
Updupt butu (hui, better known as Upntfwi, entered the local elementary 
school and immediately distinguished. himself as a lazy, untalented student, 
He had not changed in the least when he became a student at the Ubnnnüuljut 
School in 1886. He seemed utterly incapable of etn a well-developed compo- 
sition. The brevity of his themes led his teacher, Uhuuu 2hpwq, to call 
them telegrams, 

When, due to illness, he left school without a diploma at the end of his 
senior year, he became a sales clerk in a small shop, only to be dismissed a 
week later as a total failure. 

Contrary to all advice, and notwithstanding his previous academic ex- 
perience, Upntfuwiu devoted the next two-and-one-half years to self-education 
by reading all the ancient and modern literary classics he could obtain, and he 
supplemented this with a good dose of history, He even taught himself enough 
French to translate masterpieces into Armenian,  . 

His golden opportunity came in 1890, when he was appointed to the 
Until staff as a replacement for Ru2ulbuu upon the latter's escape abroad, 
kid responsible only for the translations of serialized French novels, he 
was later assigned editorial work as well, After an initial failure, he pub- 
lished some short stories in Uwufuand ln&th,p which attracted attention, 

In 1896, Gpnifwu left Constantinople Heh other intellectuals and wri- 

. ters to go to Varna, Bulgaria, where he founded a newspaper and a periodical, 
In Egypt from 1904 to 1908, he was lured back to Constantinople by the changed 
conditions in the Ottoman Empire. His literary and community activity reached 
a new high as he became editor-in-chief of Üün&Lbjp, a principal, a teacher, 
and a delegate to the Armenian National Assembly. In 1913, he left Constanti- 
nople to become principal at the Ubnnnüuljut School in Utqhpt ( Mupptnn). 
He was working in that capacity when he was arrested, imprisoned, tortured, and 
ultimately put to death with many intellectuals (1915). His entire family met 

` the same fate, 
Upnijuutü 's first published volume was a novel, Vundnewd utp

the fishermen, who are portrayed frequently and accurately in his stories,

their endless struggle for a meaningless survival.

SATIRE 
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guunn qunnubuu 
(1852-1891 ) 


The satire was not unknown in Armenian literature when 3wlnp "lupnu- 
tuli began to write in the 1860s, There had been isolated instances of it in the 
Middle Ages. In the nineteenth century, 3upntfpeu Uquübuu (inUb&nnt, vup- 
üjb (in Ugufpwuljw), and. others had turned the light of ridicule on some 
aspects of contemporary manners. However, it remained for unnubuu to ele~ 
vate satire to a literary genre, 

"jupnulwu's life was a continuous struggle for economic and literary 
survival, marked by constant change, and ending in death by consumption at the 
height of his maturity, He was born in 1842, in Adrianople, Graduation from 
the local Armenian school was followed by a year in a Greek institution, where 
he claimed to have succeeded in learning only the difficulties of the Greek 
language. Nonetheless, in time, he learned not .ondy Greek but also French, 
Italian, and possibly some Bulgarian. 

Shortly after he entered the adult world, Gupnubut was faced with the 
eternal struggle between physical survival and the need for intellectual ful- 
fillment. Even as he was working as a pharmacist's aide or as a bookkeeper 
for a European tobacco company, he was reading Corneille, Molière, Racine, 

La Bruyère, and other French classical authors in preparation for a career in 
writing. x 

His first published work, Uauduwan J du upb Lb bul appeared in 1868, 
but he soon withdrew it from the market because he felt that it was not a good 
play. His first venture in the field of journalism came with the brief edi- 
torship of the weekly bihpum (1871). Soon, he was offered à similar position 
with the satirical semimonthly Enn., whose content and tone were well-suited 
to his talent. Within a few months, he had engaged in disputes with other pu- 
blications and already offended the censor. It was not surprising, therefore, 
that the publication was suspended fora period of two months, Eventually it 
closed down permanently due to harassment by "upnübwü's enemies and the fi- 
nancial problems with which he was confronted (1 Q: I 

Ubgni was succeeded by Punpny (a weekly) (1874-1877) Bumpnu dwy- 
(larg (a children's publication)(1876-1878) shown. (a weekly brochüre)(1873), 
and Mbun (a monthly) (1884-1888). Exhausted by his physical and intellectual 
activity, and suffering from consumption, he died on May 27, 1891.

works appeared in Armenia between 1962 and 1979. A two-volume series of his 
Diary has also just appeared. 

"Iugpnu&ulu 's satire encompasses all phases of.life: political, social, 
educational,religious, and personal, Ottoman inefficiency and injustice 
are no more immune to his ridicule than the Armenian patriarchate, the Armen- 
fan National Assembly, the amiras, and the light headed men and women who have 
lost their sense of proportion. He is the apostle of common sense and the tra- 
ditional virtues that keep the family intact. He knows the lower and the low- 
er middle class very well, and although he exposes their vices, he shows more 
charity toward them than toward the more powerful. 

The haste with which Guwpntbwuwrote did not permit him to polish his 
language. Thus, it tends to be repetitious and overourdened with popular ex- 
pressions, Nonetheless, his directness, biting wit, and ability to catch the 
comical element in a given situation at a glance outweigh his shortcomings, 
More than a hundred years have elapsed since his first literary efforts, but 
he still remains the most outstanding representative of Armenian satirical 
literature,

bnncuun Ombwu is one of the most prolific and restless writers in the 
history of Armenian literature, With rare exceptions, his residence in any one 
place was scarcely long enough for him to become acquainted with it. The brief 
life of his periodicals hardly permitted him to establish a clear direction, 
Although the frequent changes of his childhoold years were due to the movements 
of his family, those in later years were made by choice or through political 
necessity. 

Oulu) was born on September 19, 1869, in Constantinople, He made his 
first trip to France and Italy with his uncle, Šnhqnn, at age ten, The next 
year, he was in Rumania, where his father served as consul of the Ottoman govern- 
ment. Although his formal schooling came to an end in 1884, one year after his 
return to Constantinople, his education continued within the family environment, 
under the influence of his uncle, Qnhqnp, and his aunt, UidhUL, as well as 
at the hands of the best available private tutors. 

More than & decade of stable life in Constantinople came to an end when 
Qnbul was obliged to leave his birthplace in 1896. He went to Egypt by way of 
Athens before he settled in Paris for three years, Then, it was London, Alex- 
andria, Bombay," and Alexandria again, 

The declaratiom of the Second Ottoman Constitution in 1908, with its 
apparent promise of a bright future, brought him back to Turkey. He appeared 
to have made the right decision until he was forced to join hundreds of thou- 
sands of his countrymen who were deported to the Syrian desert (1915). One of 
the few to survive, he returned to Constantinople but eventually went to Egypt, 
where he died on October 3, 1926, 

The first periodical Guabwis founded was the handwritten Ywnwnwi at the 
GE nut plut School. When it was suspended by the principal, he immediately be- 
gan to publish the significantly titled UU wupu, an early indication of the 
ease and rapidity with which he started new publications. From 1888 to 1896, 
he wrote for Un&ib[p, Tuohi; Vutugnivt, and ¿mjptuhp. Some of the dailies 
and periodicals he Tafer ounded, singly or jointly, were Uquu houp, Uqum pod, 
Onkup, Fonik i pull, Unbe, and Zwjüuljsu uhutbda, He edited or coedited 
Others as he traveled from country to country. 

The literary climate of the time and Qmnbuu's varied talents led him to 
cultivate the novel, the short story, the chronique, and the drama,  Contempor- 
ary life forms sometimes the background and often the very substance of stories 
full of mystery and political intrigue, 

His longer adventure stories show the unmistakable marks of'Alexandre Dumas 
pere as tragic or comic adventures follow one another with breathless speed,

Without being a Bal- 
zacian Comédie humaine, his works provide an insight into the social and poli- 
tical phenomena of the author's time. 

Notwithstanding his other qualities, Ombwt has earned a place in Armenian 
literature primarily as a satirist. He holds up to ridicule human vanity in all 
its emptiness, He laughs at all excesses, including the quixotic pursuit of 
the unattainable, but he attacks those who would exploit this human weakness, 
However, his satire is free of bitterness, as his irony is free of malice,

103. fupl wüSpudhom: necessary, 104, to awaken, 


THE POST-REALIST OR 


"ARTIST" GENERATION 
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INTRODUCTION 


The designation "Artist Generation" was first used by Ogu4wi, the 
dean and most prolific of Armenian literary critics, He applied the term to 
a group of writers who were born in the 1860s or later and whose literary 
creativity,came with minor exceptions, after 1890. 1 Perhaps this was due to 
the fact that it was impossible to group them any other way, There was no 
single "school" of literature to which they belonged. In the 1890s, Realists 
like Yo Spun, Tapa, and PuurbuuU were still in the prime of their 
literary careers, lUüELu&Guu and Ubg bu continued to regale the public with 
their Romantic poetry. Uhuhi made her literary debut with a semi-Romantic, 
feminist novel with a Realist base (1891) and continued the trend in her short 
stories. Qupnnuntuu and Pilunhugh wrote about provincial subjects, b, 
Omnbutu cultivated the satire. wy, Duujbuu treated non-Armenian subjects 
in her novels and short stories in the Armenian language. 

The new crop of poets profited from the innovations made in France dur+ 
ing the preceding half century. The mark of Baudelaire, Leconte de Lisle, 
Verlaine, and Mallarmé can be seen on dunntduu, Mipthwu, huanu,ana Ubêw- 
plug. Hugo's imprint is seen in still others. The sonnet, the free verse, 
the use of symbols, concern with musicality, and interest in paganism as a 
subject of poetry are some of the important features of the writings of these 
men,as are patriotism, rebellion against injustice, compassion for the suf- 
ferer, and love for the simple folk, 

Perhaps what can be said is that, partly through circumstance. and 
partly through design, the writers of this period became more concerned with 
form, The Romantics and Realists had cultivated the western Armenian verna- 

. cular as a literary language for half a century. They had infused it with 
new color and vigor by enriching its vocabulary, They had brought new refine- 
ment to it by rendering it capable of expressing the most delicate nuances of 
thought. In short, they had already forged a supple instrument of literary 
expression for this generation, 

As the political situation deteriorated in the nineties, censorship be- 
came tighter than ever, and writers ran the risk of imprisonment upon the 
slightest provocation, The theatre was banned as being too dangerous. Some 
writers left the country. Those who chose to remain had to avoid sensitive 
subjects or be more discreet in their treatment. Even the outspoken Qo pwy 
generally showed unusual restraint as editor and writer. His short stories 
dealt with universal rather than national themes,  üpdffhun&buu followed a 
similar path.  Puou Bul, who found it necessary to go into a brief period 
of self-imposed exile, wrote very little, and what he wróte strove more toward 
artistic perfection than reform, huupu and Ubóuptug, introspective by 
nature, were able to create in an atmosphere that stifled others. 


l. He indicates 1900-1920 as the period of activity of this group, but some of 
the writers he includes had already made their literary debut, 
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Many. were the writers and intellectuals who chose exile, especially 
after 1895. Among them were B. Ombuu, Yuonidwi, Pbpbbuu, and UhuduuBo, 
WupnLduu and Ühwdwuüo returned in 1908 after the declaration of the Second 
Ottoman Constitution, and both were killed in 1815. Vuéwnbtg died in 1908 


and hunpu in 1921. Owbmt and PLpthuu lived in exile until their death in

(1863-1934) 


Uhuh, (née Sut, Muuübuu) belongs to that small group of women 
who made an important contribution to the literary development of the late 
nineteenth and early twentieth century. She lived at a time when literary 
movements followed one another in quick succession and was influenced by all of 
them; Her poetry is fundamentally Romantic; her short stories are based upon 
contemporary society with a strong sentimental element; and her prose is highly 
cultivated in the manner of the so-called Artist Generation, 

-Abuh Las born in Constantinople., She attended a French private school, 
an Armenian parochial school, and the Armenian lycée at Usküdar, from which she 
graduated in 1879, It was that same year that she founded the liqquunibLpn 
gwyneitwg association, whose aim was the dissemination of moral and academic 
education among the Armenian girls in the provinces, Married in 1881, she soon 
Left for the provinces and did not return to her birthplace until eight years 
later. Although she had begun to write many years earlier, her first major 
work, and the least successful one ( Unflwu Up uhpup ), appeared in serial 
form in Upbibp in 1891. Short stories and articles followed. It was in 
1892, as a contributor to Uwuhu, that she began to use the name UÜhulh,. 

A year after she had lost her husband, she married nuwun Üuuwnnip 
C a and soon thereafter, she published her first DI. qollection, 8ni—- 
pip (1902). She taught, she worked for üqquuüniEp 4ujni Bug, ana she 
wrote during the years that followed. The volume entitled WUng $nqh'ü&p 
appeared in 1925 and contained all the short stories that she had previously 
published in dailies and periodicals. 

Her interest in education led her to prepare a series of textbooks 
(some with her husband) which are often used as a frame of reference even by 
contemporary textbook writers. When she died on June 19, 1934, she had already 
lost her second husband and had become partially paralyzed, In 1950, her stu- 
dents brought out her second volume of poetry, entitled #ipfinewéuubn. 

Uhuh, attained some success as a short story writer, but she achieved 
greater stature as a poet. As a woman, concerned about women, she is a femi- 
nist, supporting Unaniifp Spruwp’s strong stand for women's rights, Like- 
wise, she understands the feminine heart, whose folds she lays bare in her 
poetry as she gives expression to its dreams, joys, and disappointments. She 
is a lover of nature, not per se, but rather as a symbol of human conditions, 
moods, and emotions, Her clear and refined style has led some critics to find 
her poetry lacking in emotional depth. Nonetheless, rich rhyme, picturesque 
and colorful imagery, and precise expression are undeniable attributes which 
give both her prose and poetry a lasting quality.

(1875-1921) 


Even during his student days at the  "bpubnbuu School, hunnu 
(Shnwu 2nuphuñu) had shown an inquisitive mind, as well as a keen interest 
in music, painting,am literature. Upon graduation (according to one source), 
he entered the School of Fine Arts in Constantinople, and although he left in 
the middle of the academic year, he had profited sufficlently from his experi- 
ence to be able to earn a living for three years as a cartoonist in Paris, 

His subsequent travels and teaching assignments took him to Egypt and 
to the interior of Turkey near the Black Sea, both of which figure prominently 
in his major prose work, Ubnu2hupni (1906).  YaGwunwi, a small volume of 
poetry, was published in 1908, His other writings.still remain scattered 
throughout contemporary periodicals. : 

huapu's mystic temperament gradually led him first to spiritualism 
and later to preaching the Bible in the streets. His refusal of military 
service ín 1917 as a conscientious objector, coupled with his preaching, made 
him suspect in the eyes of the Turkish government, which ultimately deported 
him with a group of his coreligionists in 1921. The rigors of the marches and 
the beatings he received from his guards led to his mental derangement and 
death in September of that year. 

Vbpu2hupi, written between 1898 and 1900, is based upon the feelings 
and meditations of a young man seeking universal truths through introspection. 
It contains excellent descriptions of the Black Sea and its shores, which stimu- 
late philosophical ruminations and recall his sad, beautiful, and beloved 
hn&buu« Sometimes his mind also wanders toward the pyramids and the sphinx 
towering in mysterious majesty over the burning sands of the Egyptian desert, 

consists of forty sonnets, with the same mysterious elements 
and somber thoughts as Ubpwojupni, but it is the latter that has earned him 
a unique place in Armenian literature, 

At its best, Pumpwu’s prose is pure poetry. However, his linguistic 
innovations and deliberate violations of grammar frequently result in obscur- 
ity, a problem that becomes even more serious when he is dealing with complex 
ideas,

(1878-1915) 


Uhuduupo ( Unni bunda buak ), the poet of protest and rebellion, 
was born in hH, located not very far northwest of lunnhnn. He attended 
the local elementary school but obtained his secondary education at the VE nwkn~ 

twits School in Constantinople. In 1896, he left for Egypt and later went to 

Paris, where he attended the Sorbonne from 1897 to 1900. During the next few 
years, France, Switzerland, and Austria held greater attractions for him than 
Hamidian Turkey, but the change in the political scene in his native land 
brought him back in 1908, Two years later, he was in the United States, ur- 
ging the Armenians to go back to their homeland because of the apparent dawn 
of a new era, He, himself, returned soon and was one of the first to lose his 
life in 1915,

in Boston, while Ühuwuu[?o was editing the ATTI: daily. Ineng Vbupny, 
considered his masterpiece, was written in 1913 on the occasion of the celebra- 
tion of the fifteen hundredth anniversary, of the invention of the Armenian al- 
phabet. ; 
The extremely sensitive Upfunfwiuffo weeps over the destruction of his 
homeland and the suffering of his people, especially during the period from 
1890 to 1909, He rebels against injustice and calls upon the Armenians to 
fight back as did the heroes of the past, confident that they are capable of 
achieving victory. Although at times he evinces a spirit of vengeance against 
the Turk, in the final analysis, he foresees a millennium in which freedom and 
brotherhood will reign ( Uuybupu bngp ). The year 1908 seemed to justify 

his optimism, but subsequent events proved otherwise. . 

Uhwdwuflo's master faculty is imagination. He excels in creating 
sweeping movements and in painting vivid pathetic pictures. The reader is 
carried away by the poet as he soars heavenward on the wings of Pegasus toward 
his ideal. He is led to shed tears with the poet as the latter recalls his de- 
stroyed home, from which he does not possess even a handful of ashes. He rebels 
as he sees Armenian girls dance their way to death under the sword of lascivious 
Turkish soldiers, 

Repetition, lack of proportion, and the accumulation of images are short- 
comings which diminish in time but never disappear completely. For this reason, 
in order to appreciate the esthetic beauty of Uhunfuru Bo*s poetry and to share 
fully his intense emotional experience, it is best to read him in limited 
doses,

Of all the outstanding poets born in the last quarter of the nineteenth 
century, only Uwiwh fi pthutu reached old age. Thus, he was an eyewitness to 
the events of 1894-96, lived through the 19t5 Armenian nightmare, and partici- 
pated in the revival of his people during the period that followed, His poetry 
inevitably reflects all these events and vicissitudes. 

PEptbw was born in Constantinople on January 21, 1878. He attended 
the best Armenian schools in the city but graduated from none, and at age six- 
teen entered the business world as a clerk, later (1896), as a representative 
of a. commercial house, he left his native city and began an itinerant life that 
during the next few years took him to England, France, Germany,and Egypt. 

The Turkey of 1908 beckoned to him, and he responded, That would have 
been fatal to #kpbbwu had he not been in Jerusalem on a mission for the Ar- 
menian Church during the 1915 genocide, After the war, whatever was left of the. 
Armenian community hàd to bind its wounds, regroup, and make an attempt to re- 
turn to some kind of normal life. The demand for leadership and dedicated men 
and women was great. @#Epktiwt was involved in many phases of this reconstruc- 
tion work, but the one to which he was totally committed for several years was 
raising funds for the support, relocation, and education of young orphans. 

As the situation improved, he turned his attention to other things, and 
‘eventually, under relatively stable conditions, he helped $o lead the Armenian 
community of Egypt. 

At the turn of the century, #PiEptbwi had been successively editor of 
three periodicals, one of which he founded himself, together with Uhpuj E, 
Uhtnübuu (bhpuly , 1905). When he returned to Constantinople in 1908, he 
M iere editor m wlj, but he also accepted by turns the editorship 
of 4uJpn hp and L « A similar pattern developed following the war, 
his most important association being with üpbi in Cairo, which lasted until 
his death in 1945, f 

éngbp (1901), PLplbutu s first volume, contains the love poetry of his 
early years, It brings on the scene a poet whose zeal in the quest of the per- 
fect expression is equalled only by his devotion to the sonnet, The melancholy 
with which this work is permeated also characterizes most of the poetry of his 
. later years, 

¿pu2ulbh Jupn.Bh.u (1914) receives its title from the poet's concep- 
tion of poetry as the resurrection of the past, a miracle of which only poetry 
is capable. Nostalgic memories of loves, the sadness of solitude, meditations 
on war, courage, and injustice constitute only a few of the themes of the book, 

Ubu qhohntu dhugi unoutnju (1918) includes some of the most 
powerfu! o E pt iuru”s poems, NBs "huh pubup Üunntónj yo “Aue 
xi in ak ,” and others indicate the poet's reaction to the national tra- 
gedy he has witnessed. The second part of the book consists of purely per- 
sonal poetry which is as varied as the previous collections, 

Utp (1933) is considered @tptbwty’s masterpiece. His post-war pre- 
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occupations, hopes, and sorrows find expression here, The appearance and dis- 
appearance of the little Armenian republic, the problem.of the orphans, and the 
uncertainty of the future inspire him with his best verses. "Qnndni nnnhnnt," 
“bybnbghu wy yuyu," "$uontbjupnup," "Unofp dunntuu uh ht unit" 
and “Panininn Wupnnuuuug" are among the many poems whose reading is a re- 
warding experience, 

Many of the patriotic poems in 4wjtpgnilhit (1943) had been pre- 
viously published, either in some of the preceding volumes or in periodicals 
and dailies. 

Suqupuu (1944) consists primarily of love sonnets, which add nothing 
to the poet's stature, 2 

@tptbwu has left a volume of translations from French and English, in 
which the works of the French poets, especially Baudelaire, far outnumber the 
English, Among the latter, it is the Shakespearean sonnets. that dominate, 

The publication of a fifteen-volume EM ugut buen was begun in 
Cairo in the 1940s. It was to include all o pLüuls poetry, short stories, 
cron£ques, Satirical writings, a novel, a play, and travel notes, However, al- 
though several volumes have appeared, the series has never been completed, 

i Pbpbtut is the master of the sonnet, Like Baudelaire, his favorite 
French poet, he generally likes to condense his thoughts and feelings into 
fourteen or fifteen lines, He is capable of deep emotion and passion, but 
after rare outbursts of anger and erotic indiscretions, the intellectual in him 
seizes control, and moderation triumphs. Another outstanding attribute is his 
cult of form, . PiEptbwi dominated the post-war scene, but he did not establish 
a "school" although many are the real and aspiring poets who have been greatly 
influenced by him,

uuhti dupnedwii and Wu$uu PEpE bu are the two greatest poets in 
western Armenian literature, Although dupnedwi's untimely death limited his 
literary creativity to a much briefer span of time, the quantity and quality of. 
his work, the breadth of his outlook, and a rare balance between the national 
and universal have established him as a poet of the first rank. 

He was born in 1884, in a little village near Uhpuumnhu, He was still 
very young when his father migrated to Constantinople in quest of a living, 
During the harsh wintry evenings, the boy's mother entertained him with stories 
of wolves and Yenicheris! as the wind howled mysteriously in the chimney. 

At the age of twelve, Wunnrduu was taken to the Turkish capital and 
enrolled at an Armenian Catholic School, In 1902, his principal sent him to 
the Un pun- fonhut | bulu School of the Mkhitarist fathers in Venice, where hedis- 
covered the revolutionary ideas of J.-J. Rousseau and Tolstoy, Three years 
later, he was at the University of Gand (Gent), Belgium, studying political 
science and sociology. Upon graduation, he accepted a position as teacher in 
the elementary schools of his birthplace, but in 1912 he was again in Constan- : 
tinople, this time as principal of the St, Gregory the Illuminator School, He 
seens to have shared the irresistible urge felt by his contemporaries to publish 
or edit periodicals, for in 1914 he founded and edited the annual Uuruuuprn 
while still continuing to teach, He was killed in 1915. 

Wupnuidut's first poetic effort is represented by TAC ERU" uhpap 
written during his student days in Venice and published in 1906, unpiu 
appeared in 1909, followed by 4tiffwunu tingtp in 1912. áughu bpgn was 
published posthumously in 1921. 

tuuh b 1 Wupn t duu lived during one of the most critical periods in Ar- 
menian history. The events of 1894-1896, reenforced by his father's incarcera- 
tion and the misery of his displaced compatriots in Constantinople, had a strong 
impact on his youthful mind. The melancholy that had begun to develop in his 
earlier years,as he sat dreamily under the willow trees of his native village 
or listened to the sad, and often frightening, stories of his mother, became 
even more profound, i 


1. The Yenicheris (Janissaries) constituted the personal guard of the Ottoman 
sultans, In the beginning, the government took the most intelligent and most phy- 
sycally fit Christian children of seven to nine years of age, raised them as 
Moslems, and at the proper time placed them in the civil service.or the sultan's 
personal guard, Later, some Christian prisoners were also foréed into this sit- 
uation. Ultimately, the increased power and influence of the Yenicheris rendered 
them such a threat to the sultan's authority that Mahmud II destroyed them by 
massacre in 1826. 
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It is the universal themes of love, evil, and death that form the sub- 
ject matter of Üwpuninübp, in which 4wpnı dwu reveals. a keen sensitivity 
to human suffering. Sbnhu uhnmn consists of a collection of poems first 
published in periodicals during his student days at Gand, It is Armenian in 
its inspiration as the poet by turns weeps with his people, extols their vir- 
tues, sings the glories of their past, and encourages them to abandon their 
tacit acceptance of injustice, . 

TU 5pqtp offers a variety of poems, bearing such titles as "Ri 

uu, "No£nuunpu,." " Unbibibuu punubp," “Uwnnentuwywt, " and "2bguunuu- 

uir," The reader also finds a substantial number of poems depicting the evils 
of an industrialized society. Sensual and erotic imagery characterizes the 
former, and sympathy for the unfortunate worker marks the latter, 

In gaghu engg Yupn du paints a series of idealized pictures of 
life in the countryside, One day, it is the shepherd watching over his flock 
as he plays his flute in the shade of a tree, Another, it is the farmer throw- 
ing handfuls of seeds into his plowed furrows, Still another, it is the fields 
of wheat reflecting the golden rays of the burning sun in the heavy stillness of 
midday. There are young and old peasants alike, toiling at the sacred task of 
cultivating the land and harvesting the fruit, and there is an intimate rela- 
tionship between these simple folk on the one hand and God and nature on the 
other,

Most of the outstanding poets of western Armenian literature were born 
during the last quarter of the nineteenth century. PEpLhulu, Ywpnt dwu, 
Uhudutf?o, and Ubóunbug, to name only a few, were born in 1875 or later, 
fnipbu Yayu (2bihuljhnbuu ) also belongs to that period. 

He was born on February 15, 1885, in a small town near Constantinople. 
Educated locally and later at the VEnwipuwt School, he.left for Lausanne, 
Switzerland, in 1905, to study medicine, After having completed his training, 
he practiced his profession briefly and then returned to Constantinople for per- 
manent residence (1914), The following year, he became a victim of the genocide 
of 1915. 
Although he had already begun to write at the Vipwkpbwi School, it 

was not until 1908 that he contributed regularly to the best-known periodicals 
of the day. „His first volume, und pp qan, inspired by the Adana massa- 
cres, appeared in 1910, The other volumes that he had contemplated never be- 
came a reality, Adholjhu ghppbLu ingnruó Lfbp was published posthumously 
(1925), as was Rdhouhuü ghnpLu dngnruó fbn bt phpjintuóubp (1946), 
Goin appeared in Bnhirwü, in 1955, with a larger collection of poems but 
fewer prose selections than the preceding volume, 

Love, patriotism, nature, man, and Society occupy an important place in 
Ubrulj?*s poetry. He loves nature, with which he wishes to become one, but he 
also loves man, whose suffering he shares. He would like to eliminate the 
moral and physical illis that make life on earth a sad experience, There are 
times when, like his contemporary, UhwwWuugo, he is carried away by a spirit 
of revolt against the oppressors of his people. 

The prose in his robzupu qhpptu ijpgnuwuó pbp repeats the theme 
of human suffering. He philesophizes as he discusses the diseases of the 
patients he has treated. His inability to cure fatal illnesses or to alleviate 
the pain they cause leads him to wonder about euthanasia, God, religion, science, 
and the destiny of man, 

Armenian literature has been enriched by some fine pages by Ubtulj, but 
it was not destined to inherit the best that he might have produced had he lived

Uhuup Uhóuphbug's death at age twenty-two inevitably recalls 

Jbapne "nipbwü, who also had died in the flower of his youth, Both gifted 
poets, whose desire for literary immortality drove them to feverish activity 
Shortly before their death, were victims of consumption, the great killer of 
their time, Both had given promise of carrying western Armenian poetry to un- 
precedented heights. 

Vhuwp Uhóuptiug (Ubóumnsphuu) was born in January, 1886 in 8 
little village near utu « itis said that he was a shy, sensitive, and taci- 
turn child, In his early years, regular attendance at school was far less 
attractive to him than the splendors of nature. It was only after he enrolled 
in Anatolia College in 1896 that he began to bloom as a student. After three 
years in that institution, followed by a period of work, he went to join his 
father in Constantinople (1902). There, he entered the Uübnpmuwl School, 
which he left in 1905 because of illness, He died on July #, 1908. 

Ubóupbuq*'s first poem was published in 1903, and his first collection, 
&huówu, in 1907, . In the latter, he reveals himself as the poet of nature. 

e Loves the beauty of the landscape, the perfume of the flowers, and the mys- 
terious sounds of the wind and the waters. The poet's delicate, sensuous images 
of this peaceful nature reflect his own inner state. 

Ynn uunbn was published only a few months after the appearance of the 
first collection, for Ubóéunbug, conscious of his imminent death, wished to 
add to his literary legacy before his departure from this earth, These poems 
distinguish themselves from their predecessors by their greater depth. Nature 
still plays an important role, but now Ubówpbùg’s greatest concern is to 
bring joy and happiness to humanity. Although the influence .of the French Sym- 
bolists is evident in both collections, the freshness and originality of 
Ubóupbug 's poetry is indisputable throughout.

Qunhpbut’ g poetic talent was revealed later in life than that of his 
predecessors, but when it did, it was in the light of the author's full know- 
ledge that he was destined shortly to share the fate of ‘inipbwt and Ub- 
éuphüg. That knowledge determined his moods, attitudes, and choice of 
themes, 

Born in Constantinople, Suphjhbuuu had a checkered academic experience, 
for he moved from school to school, a rebellious student whose presence had a 
negative effect on his immediate environment, Eventually, he graduated from 
the Gipytpbwu School (1913) and almost immediately went to teach in Adana, 
It was there that he felt the first symptoms of the malady that was ultimately 
to take his life, Š 

Before long, he sought the gentler climate of Lebanon in an attempt to 
recuperate. But he was soon called into service in the Turkish army during the 
First World War. Upon being discharged at the end of hostilities, he resumed 
teaching, this time at the Tkpubnbwu School (1919). Although the same year 
saw his debut as a poet in Uwquuudlupm, his first volume of poetry, entitled 

Sn nifbuu bi ununntgbuu m . was not published until 1921. His 
second & St volume appeared in + In addition to his poetry, £aph bùt 
has left a diary, which reveals his inner struggle as he sees each day bring 
him nearer à premature death. 

Sunhj$&5uu is a poet of love. He recalls fleeting moments of happiness 
in the presence of the woman he has loved, He sings of his passion for life with 
the melancholy of a person who knows that his days on this earth are numbered, 
but although he experiences periods of hopelessness, he most often adopts an 
attitude of defiance before the inevitable. However, side by side with this 
egocentric poet, there is a poet who shows deep concern for humanity 1n general, 
as he sees it suffer through war, poverty, persecution, and massacres,

For more than four decades during the early period of the Western Ar- 
menian Renaissance, western Armenian literature reflected the manners, thoughts, 
and taste of the cosmopolitan atmosphere of Constantinople. The writings of 
#nhudbuu 2uynhy and uanhqhu buhulj. Upntutdubwig, dealing with the 
life of the Armenians in the interior of Turkey, had failed vo pioneer a new 
direction. It remained for Mngu Qupnunpüuu and a handful of other pro-. 
vincial writers to depict the social, material,and spiritual life of Armenians 
on their native soil, thereby giving birth to "provincial literature.” 

Qupnunbuü was born in 1874, not far from Shqputhuljbpnu, but he was 
raised in Wuppbpn. “here, he came under the influence of My lwupugh, in 
whose school he received most of his secondary education, The year 1892 marked 
the beginning of a teaching career that extended to 1903 and saw him teach in 
several institutions in Mupnpbünn, as well as the übnpnüulqwü School in 
Utqhnt. As a member of an Armenian political party, he was under suspicion 
of -the Turkish government so that, in the rash of arrests that took place in 
hu pinn in 1903, he was rounded up with other political leaders and intellec- 
tuals. hen he was freed after a year's imprisonment, he decided to leave the 
area am eventually the country, 

While in Bulgaria, he founded the semiweekly huquf (1906), and upon 
his return to Constantinople in 1908, he assumed the editorship of üquuuuwpnu 
(1909), which lasted until 1915. Knowledge of his political ativi in em the 
part of the Young Turks led to his deportation and death early that year, 

After making his literary debut in 1890, in óuwnhlü, Supnuntui contri 
buted to the leading publications of his day, but only one volume of his works 
dates from his lifetime ( Sujqu,nju, 1910). A second, UVpnnfuluwu bnin: 
upául bEpbp nt uamdfntuópubn, containing the selections in the earlier 
book and four important additions, appeared in 1930. 

Rupqupbwu's work consists of folktales, short stories, tableaus, prose 
poems, and journalistic pieces. He took his subjects from provincial life and 
gave them the literary:form that assured them a place with the best that Con- 
stantinople had to offer, His work had the advantage of portraying Armenian 
life in its traditional setting, hardly touched by the atmosphere of the capital. 
In that respect, it is narrower in outlook but more national in character. His 
language is polished and his pieces well-structured, Sometimes he uses symbols 
to communicate situations and ideas whose clear and direct expression would have 
run him afoul of the censor,

Speaking of her childhood, Quyk,; Guwybwt tells the reader: "My per- 
sonal dispositions encountered strong resistance, and I waged an incessant 
physical and mental struggle. I never considered that struggle to be beyond my 
forces, and the idea of retreat never occurred to me. I fought against the mem- 
bers of my family, my school, and my contemporaries, relentlessly, continually. 
Occasionally, I won a temporary victory, but more ‘often I suffered defeat. 
However, those defeats neither embittered nor discouraged me," 

This precocious child with the independent spirit and indomitable will, 
unafraid to change but ever ready to challenge authority in all its forms, was 
later to become the most gifted and productive of the women writers of the 
late nineteenth or early twentieth century, During the four decades spanned by 
her literary career, she evolved from a writer who was "Armenian" only in the 
use of her native tongue (as in "Uuwuduu unun" ) to one who sought the Ar- 
menian Soil as her source of inspriation, The subjects she cultivated in the 
mid-thirties in Armenia were as different from those of the 1895-1902 period as 

bpnbLuu was distant from the Latin Quarter of Paris, although she never forgot 
the latter, 

buwjbwu was born into a large family in Constantinople, Her father, 
an educated man of modest means, had, according to her, a decisive influence on 
her mind and spirit until his death in 1911. Having finished parochial school 
in a period of literary ferment and passed through a "itpBuwü phase" with its 
romantic dreams and preoccupations with life and death, she decided, with the 
encouragement of others, to become a writer, ani she did what a normal would- 
be writer did in those days: she went to Paris (1895), 

Although she was busy as a self-supporting student at the Sorbonne, she 
found time to publish translations, to and from French, short stories, prose poems, 
and articles on a variety of subjects in French and. Armenian publications, 

Back in Constantinople in 1902, she began to deluge the best-known Armen- 
ian dailies and periodicals with her articles on women's rights, literature, and 
such other subjects as the censor permitted under the severely restrictive 
Hamidian regime, In addition to many short stories, literary portraits, and 
Souvenir writings, she published her first book, A ul, Junnhl (1907), a. 
collection of short stories and the novelette that ~. gives the book its title, 
This was followed three years later by Wand SuuÜunphubp, thinly disguised 
satirical portraits of some of her contemporaries,

The literary result of the trip was apnd t Renu uqumuqpntuó (1928), 
"travel notes" describing Armenia "undiained," eleven years after the 1915 gen- 
ocide and nearly six years after the replacement of the Armenian Republic by the 
Soviet regime. 

In 1933, Vuwy.Gwt decided to make Armenia her home and settled in b- 
po.wu. She continued to write and to play an active role in the Writers' ' 
Union, Besides shorter works, she completed the first volume of the autobio- 
‘graphical Uhfi$muph wupntqubpp (1935), dealing with her childhood and 
early adolescence. The other volumes were never written, npa Puc pls a 
novel, was completed in 1936 but was published posthumously in . in 1937, 
appeared a volume entitled Unpltn, containing some of her previously published 
WOrks, 

Duujbul disappeared during Stalin's purge of 1937, accused of advocating a 
"cult of the individual," Her death is now said to have occurred in 1943. No 
information is available concerning where she was or what she did between 1937 
and her death,

A champion of feminism, not a bit shy to cross swords with the male writ- 
ers of her time, Guwybwt shows a complete understanding of feminine psychology 
when she dissects the thoughts and feelings of suffering women. Her use of the 
first person lends greater credibility to her stories as she probes the inner- 
most recesses of the heart and mind of her heroines to lay bare their dreams, 
hopes, doubts, disappointments, and joys. 

Precision of language in the discussion of ideas and severity of judg- 
ment in the discussion of contemporaries give way to the beauty of description 
in her sympathetic portrayal of nature, especially of the land, sea, and sky of 
Euwybwu’s native Üllhtuwft., In her identification with her loving and suf- 
fering women, she often shows the strong influence of nineteenth-century Roman- 
tic sentimentalism,

Bulinp Opwlwis (Ppepttout ), during a lifetime that spanned seventy- 
five years, achieved the distinction of being one of the most prolific writers. in 
western Armenian literature, rivaling men like Owbwt and "upnubuu. Born 
at the end of the preceding century (1883) in "inniuw, he grew up and took 
his initial literary steps during the period that was dominated by-a group of 
writers whom Opjuwiwu, himself, has called the Artist Generation, He out- 

lived most of them and became part of the Armenian diaspora, 
A seventh-grade education in his native city and a one-year stint at the 
seminary at Undu2 Was all the formal schooling he had before he hegan to teach 
in a village school. The year 1912 found him teaching in Constantinople. 
Residence in the metropolis enabled him not only to continue his literary ac- 
tivities on an increased scale but also to establish and edit, with a group 

of distinguished writers, the monthly, Uhibul (1911), whose stated aim was 
the "discovery of the Armenian spirit" in the Armenian provinces, Despite its 
brief existence, this journal exerted appreciable influence on western Armenian 
literature. 

Four years of hiding, police bribery, arrests, and escapes ended at the 
termination of the First World War. In 1919, he was back in Constantinople, 

teaching Armenian literature in the Armenian secondary schools of the city and 
resuming his literary publications, Three years later, he found 1t prudent to 
leave Turkey again, and he spent almost all of the next twenty-six years teach- 
ing in Egypt, Cyprus, and Jerusalem. He didd suddenly in 1958, 

Although he had beer writing for many years, it was not until 1921 that 
Opuljuy'5 first collection of stories was published bearing the title "funuups- 
ubnn, . The next year, it was junmpinipnutpni db Sbuun, consisting of folk- 
talês and prose poems, followed by unu 1723. . Vuwgnnnug (1931- 
3+), a novel, Umbihuunu UhLubgh (1938), and db5nup qhabup (1905), the 
last two being plays. His six-volume sini ajana lip wpbidnwiuy gnuywuniPbwu 
appeared between 1945 and 1968, It is Sa a s published and unpublished 
works exceed forty volumes, 

Economic circumstances had compelled the Phrpblbuwu family to spend the 
summers working in pnnkuu and the winters in the neighboring village of Ubo- 
(body of which they were natives, This fact and a decade of teaching in village 
schools made it possible for 02 uljufu to know both city and country dwellers in- 
timately. All the characters in Wntwnitbpn are the humble village folk, por- 
trayed in their simplicity, sometimes shrewd, but mostly naive and waging a

LITERATURE 
OF THE DIASPORA 
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INTRODUCTION 


Most of the survivors of the 1915 deportations eventually settled in the 
Syria-Lebanon area, The small number who had been returned to their homes were 
given the opportunity to leave the country in 1923 by the Kemalist government 
with the result that Turkish Armenia became almost completely vacated by Armen- 
ians,and Istanbul (Constantinople) became the only center in Turkey that still 
contained a substantial number of Armenians,l The large majority of the new 
emigrants found their way into the United States, Others went to France and 
other parts of the world, 

A resurgence in the manner of the Armenian Renaissance was impossible in. 
the Turkish capital of the twenties. External and internal conditions were dif- 
ferent now. The religious and intellectual leaders, as well as the artists, mu- 
sicians, and men of letters had been nearly annihilated. It was necessary to 
begin all over again in an atmosphere that was not conducive to the free cul- 
tural development of minorities, Eventually, some ground was regained,as schools 
and churches reopened, newspapers were established,and a few individuals even 
Wrote some "safe" poetry and prose under this restrictive system, but 1t was ob- 
vious that in literary and cultural terms twentieth-century Istanbul could nev- 
er be to the Armenians what nineteenth-century Constantinople had been. 

Western Armenian literature was now a "homeless" literature, The bonds 
that united the dispersed band of writers were a common language, a common his- 
tory, the problem of survival as an ethnic entity, and in the case of the older 
writers, common memories. There was a complete breakdown of unity, except pos- 
sibly in the Middle East, where the physical proximity of countries, the large 
number of Armenians, and the many newspapers and periodicals made possible a 
physical and spiritual closeness that did not exist elsewhere, 

Many are the authors who have aspired to immortality under these most 
trying conditions. How many will actually survive the test of time remains to. 
be seen. They have written with complete freedom, Some of the older writers 
have made a successful nostalgic effort to resurrect the Turkish Armenia they 
knew as children or adolescents. Others have concerned themselves with the fate 
of the Armenians in the diaspora and have sought to re-examine and to transform 
Armenian values to make them harmonize with the new conditions, 

A still younger group, although not unmindful of the uncertainty of the 
future, has chosen the path of psychological analyses and philosophical medi- 
tations as a way of infusing new life and new ideas into Armenian litera- 
ture, It has been influenced by the literary currents that have dominated in- 
ternational literature. 

Many second-and third-generation authors have chosen to write in the 
language of the country which is now their home. Some have used their unique 
background to give something original to their writings, Saroyan, Surmelian, 
and Michael Arlen, Jr. are the best known in the United States, Others have 


shunned the past altogether. 


1. Smyrna had been destroyed by the Turks in the Graeco-Turkish War in 1922. 
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Armenian literature is flourishing in Soviet Armenia, but it is in the 
eastern dialect, dealing with different problems, and existing under totally 
different conditions. As communications improve between Armenia ard the di- 
&spora, there will be reciprocal influences in language, which should redound 
to the advantage of both, It remains to be seen what other results will ensue, 


Lühgyn Uhuu 
(1892-1957) 


Although Armenian prose has been cultivated quite extensively by immi- 
grant Armenian-Americans, poetry has been almost a rarity, Ln.#$h Uhuuu 
being one of the very few who devoted themselves to the genre 1n the United 
States, 

Lac@pp Uhuuu. was born in the village of bupbl, near hunntnn, gra- 
duated from the Ubnnnüuluu “School in UEghnk,. taught for a few years, and then 
set out for the United States in 1913. Two. years of Harvard and two years at 
Brown earned him a Bachelor of Education degree from the latter institution in 
1922. 

‘Uygbing, his first volume of poetry, published in 1918, contains themes 
that generally recur throughout his subsequent volumes, but here there is great- 
er emphasis on love, undoubtedly. a reflection of his youthful feelings. The 
occasional eroticism and more common sensu&lism. in. these poems. are 
muted in his more mature verses, Love for a woman, nostalgia for a destroyed 
recent past, grief over national and human suffering, and hope for a brighter

One of the serious problems in Armenian literary scholarship results from 
the severely limited information available concerning our men of letters, In 
1915, many valuable records and manuscripts were destroyed by fire, the Turkish 
gendarmes, or relatives who were afraid to be discovered in possession of such 
papers, Later writers, through modesty or negligence, have failed to accumulate 
the necessary personal material that would help the researcher and critic to re- 
construct their lives and literary careers, Currently, a serious effort is be- 
ing made in Soviet Armenia to collect letters, manuscripts, and other valuable 
documents that will provide new insights into the life and works of authors, Its 
beneficial effects are becoming increasingly apparent as comprehensive biogra- 
phies and "complete works" come off the presses in Upbiuwu, 

f 9Ennq Ywnywpbug is one of the writers of the Armenian dispersion 
about whom there is rather scanty information. It is known that he was born 
in Mng nt, received his elementary education in the Mkhitarist school of Smyrna, 
his secondary education in the American High School of %“unahquli, and his 
post-secondary education in the American College of Smyrna, from where he gra- 
duated in 1908, 

He taught for six years in the Armenian schools of Ankara and Constanti- 
nople prior to the First World War. Having survived imprisonment and deporta- 
tion, he worked for the British army of occupation in Turkey after the war and 
simultaneously edited the English section of Uquuwdwpm. In Greece in 1922, .. 
Qunduntiüg resumed a teaching career which was interrupted again, this time 
by World War II. He managed to leave that hapless country in 1943 and, after a 
brief stay in Austria, settled in Milan, Italy, where he died in 1946. 

Uundupbug began to publish early in the dailies, periodicals, and an- . 
nuals of his day. His first volume of poetry, éónuj&p, appeared when he was 
twenty-one years old, Japan óunhlubp was published in 1921 and Su 
thin San bw in 1931.

Unuku bplug ( Gud (huu) was born in 1893, in Uswuhw. When he was 
fourteen years old, his family moved to Cairo, where he attended an Armenian el- 
ementary school before entering the French lycée. His literary interests took 
him to Paris to study literature at the Sorbonne from 1919 to 1921. 

Soon after his return to Cairo, he published his first book of poetry, 


Un&ih hr dutíniuu hnghn (1922), His second, Yumniwétbpne ULIN, 
followed three years later, but many years were to elapse before the publication 
of his third volume, UnuuBubn (1955). Ughumwlwup (1956) is the Armenian 
rendition of prose poems originally published in two volumes in French under the 
title of Scarabées, Updul Ephn (1958), short stories, reminiscences, and 
meditations, and fuipfiniw (1961) complete the list of his published vol- 
umes, He was also an active contributor to many dailies and periodicals. 

Unutu Cpywit? s prose is unadorned and clear. The author's sincerity 
establishes immediate communion with the reader and enhances interest in the 
content. Perhaps the most outstanding feature of his poetry is its subdued 
quality. Unlwj is the poet of sentiment and gentle reaction rather than of 
passion, Hia pictures do not lack color, but in the generally peaceful atmos- 
phere of the poem, the colors assume a softer hue. The glories of the past and 
the thunderous sounds of nature pass through a sífter before they are trans- 
formed into poetic images, Religious themes and patriotic nostalgia are im- 
portant elements in his poetry as well as in his prose,

In the literary semiaridity that has reigned in Istanbul since the Ar- 
menian experience of 1915-1918, Anpnu Uqumntuu ( Dqmmn.Uh by his pen name) 
Stands out as one of the most important x pps figures not only because of his 
own writings but also because he published or reissued other important literary 
Works, 

Uqunmbuu was born in a little village near Ulu. After receiving his 
sleniniarr education in lll/u and intermediate education in J2u'2ljuóuq,. he left 
for the Turkish capital, There, he began to play an active role in Armenian na- 
tional and literary life. He worked for the patriarchate from 1920 to.1936, and 
during fifteen of those years, he was Secretary and examiner of the Educational 
Council, He also taught literature for one year at the "ibquqü&ulu School, 

His three volumes of poetry, entitled Lp wudwinebowy, were pub- 
lished in 1927, 1928, and 1933. Swnwutwl, a collection of folktales, prose 
poems, tableaus, and traditions of his native land, came out in 1930, and 
dpn [uL CL nena, travel notes, folktales, and prose poems, in 1934.

Vouliny 9 Press in 1936, He is the author of a number of biographical and lit- 
erary studies, 

Uqumbuti recreates with extreme sensitivity the life and traditions of 
his tiri plsee. He writes about. the past with feeling but without sentimental- 
ity. His expressive prose is balanced and well-polished. In poetry, he belongs 
to the Symbolist School. Although he manages to escape the extremes of the 
Symbolist poets, he is at times unable to avoid obscurity because of his images, 
He prefers brevity to prolixity.

There seems to be some confusion as to whether Ufhlünnnu Uupujblhuu was 
born in 1902 in Varna, Bulgaria or in 1905 on a boat headed in that direction 
from Constantinople. After spending some time at two Armenian schools, he was 
sent to a French Catholic institution in Varna. 

During World War I, he went to Russia by way of Rumania and eventually 
(1919) found himself in Constantinople. He was able to return to school for 
three more years before he left Turkey permanently to join his compatriots in 
Paris (1923). 

His first poetic collection was UbSnwbup Up gnuintdn (1928). In 
1933, he published 14, with the title indicati the number of poems it 
contained. SbEnunninLBhruu bL VwliuBugnt u (1939), perdidi. (1946) 
and Sa U 1971) constitute his other optio work on Decem- 
ber 16, 1972. His short stories, published in various periodicals, have not yet 
been collected in a volume, and he has at least one novel that remains unpub- 
lished, 

Uupujbut!s poetry is a reflection of his varied experiences and his 
reactions to them, There, the reader finds the sorrows, regrets, ard aspira- 
tions of a people considered foreigners everywhere, even in the country that 
they had inhabited for centuries, often as its masters and rulers. One sees 
the poet's awareness of the problems raised by an increasingly mechanized civi- 
lization but also a recognition of the benefits of scientific progress, His 
imagination gives wings to his thonghts, just as his intellect gives substance 
to his imagination. His varied verse is replete with picturesque images,  Anti- 
thesis is a favorite device of this very original poet.

Updtù Wupua2(bau (later UbànJ2) was nine! years old and in the second 
grade when, one fine spring day, he and his friends arrived at school at the 
usual time. However, instead of open doors and familiar faces, they found armed 
Turkish guards, who told them to "get lost," Thus, he says, "our childhood 
came to a sudden end.,,and overnight wS became mature boys...Our rosy, care- 
free days were lost in distant lakes, 

A few mónths later, fatherless, he was deported with his family from Urfa 
to the Syrian desert, He was among the few survivors in his group and eventu- 
ally found his way to a French orphanage in Aleppo, He received his elementa- 
ry education in that institution and his secondary at the ¿u J yuqbwi School of 
the same city. After an interval in Beirut, he returned to Syria to start & 
ipsc ne career that began at the Üfhwugbiu, “Yupdupwu in Damascus and ended at. 

He was a devoted teacher, but he was also the eter- 
nal student, always seeking new knowledge through formal or informal education, 
He died on June 8, 1958 after a long illness, 

Although Üp Eu Uuny 2's first two books of poetry, Opbpniu Sbn and Up- 
minntu b » were not published until 1933, he had been writing since his 
days as a Tris "hinbnnt 2p y a third volume, came out in 1955, His first 
and only novel was ljnntuó uph dn uuwwunL9ghuun, which dealt with the Turk- 
ish attack on the Armenians of RU 8, Unndph (1956), his last 
poetic work, was followed by the autobiographicad pow uuuwun nd (1959), 
where he recounts his experiences during the deportations, 

üpdtu Ubnj2's earlier personal lyrism gives way to patriotic poetry in 
his later works. Echoes of his childhood experiences reverberate in his prose 
and poetry alike and reveal the scar that he carried throughout his life.  How- 
ever, his grief over the recent past is tempered by hope for a brighter future 
as he recalls some of the heroic moments of his people, He calls for the pre- 
servation of traditional values and the continuation of the struggle for sur- 
vival. The sincerity of his emotions and the clarity of his language - lyri- 
cal or narrative - establish easy rapport between the writer and his reader,

On the Lebanese-Armenian scene today, Wwil-Ywitwi, Unrohn hof, 
and Uunpwuhi éunniljGuu stand out as poets of talent and achievement, All 
three were born before World War I, experienced the deportations, and have 
Spent their lives in literary creativity on non-Armenian soil, These events 
have inevitably influenced the choice of their subjects and determined the 
mood of their poems,

Occasional verses are mingled with patriotic and highly 
personal poems, Although one finds moments of happiness there, especially 
when the poet rejoices at the progress made by present-day Armenia, most of 
his poetry is tinged with a melancholy that becomes even more intense when he 
writes about the death of his wife ani son, The latter's tragic end, coming 
late in the poet's life, has left a deep impression on him, 

Short poems, particularly the sonnet, are characteristic of his youth, 
but longer forms become more common in his later years, He uses free verse 
along with a large variety of rhymed verse. In spite of the frequent use 
of Symbolist imagery, duwik-Uwfbwt communicates easily with his reader.

Except for a period of two years (19381940), spent in Brussels studying 
literature and pedagogy, Uni2&q h2huu (d&tunbtpLObuvt ) has since 1935 de- 
voted his entire life to teaching and writing. Deportation from his birthplace, 
Uhdnh Shuunp;: ( in the province of Ankara Turkey), elementary education in 
Damascus, and two years at the Ubí(qnubuu Institute in Cyprus had preceded his 
entrance into the Qu(uwuübwt düwunuu of Beirut in 1930, 

When he graduated in 1935, he was offered a post in the same institu- 
tiom as teacher of the Armenian language and history. After three years, the 
desire for further literary and professional preparation took him to Brussels, 
but the Second World War forced his return two years later, He rejoined the 
faculty of the 9uuuÜbuwu düidwpnwuü and has been serving the school as teacher 
and vice principal ever since.

Until the death of her poet brother, qhqud ( Ubdw by his pen name), 
Uunh UpJuGQtbBuu had been contemplating a singing career. 

In 1940, 45quwd' fell on a battlefield in Flanders as the German war 
machine rolled relentlessly toward France, The emotional upheavel caused by 

` this tragedy led her to abandon her promising career in music and to dedicate 
herself completely to literature. In so doing, she hoped to carry to full fru- 
ition the poetic work begun by her brother, whom she idolized, 

Her initial literary steps had been taken before World War II in the form 
of a few poems and a three-act tragedy dealing with Armenians in France, How- 
ever, it was only after 9bnud 's death that her efforts were intensified with 
the encouragement of Unpwl 2ouwubuu, her friend and former teacher, Her 
first collection came out in 1948 and was entitled 9?nnqnj(jujh »niouuubp.,

Her tragedy Skipntptuuo 
is thus far her only no npoetic work in Armenian. Gloria Victis is a tragedy in 
French. She has several manuscripts in prose that are awaiting publication at 
this writing. 

Vunh Uf~dwSawy was born in Bafra, Turkey, on the Black Sea, Her father 
was a victim of the Armenian tragedy of 1915. After many years of deportation, 
wandering, and separations, her family was reunited in France, 

Uunh UgJwübwü is the poet of deep emotions. The three great sorrows 
of her life - the tragic deaths of her father and brother and the prolonged ill- 
‘ness of her mother - have had a lasting impact on her poetry, They are a con- 
Stant source of inspiration, for she turns to them repeatedly for her subject 
matter. She has dedicated one volume to her mother, two volumes to her father, 
and two volumes to her brother. Two other volumes are devoted entirely to her 
brother. : 

Contemporary history and contemporary Armenlan experiences are other sub- 
jects that enrich her poetry, which is characterized by depth of feeling, variety, 
and careful workmanship.

When P&uhudhu uncnhtbuu left his native êhrubuhi for the United 
States at the end of 4913 in quest of a college education, the love for Ar- 
menian literature had already been awakened in him by Pjljunh'ugh, the champion 
of provincial literature and its foremost representative. At that time, he was 
nineteen years of age and had spent the preceding three years a£ the lbnnnüu- 
[pusu School in Puppbpn, with fj wnhügh as his teacher in Armenian compo- 
sitione ` ç 

In the new land, UnenfyGwu found it necessary to delay his pursuit of 
education for more than two years unti] he could earn & little money as & fac- 
tory hand, Finally, he entered Columbia University in 1916, obtaining an A. B. 
in 1920 and an A. Me in 1921, with history and literature as his special fields, 

His first significant literary effort was a translation of Mark Twain's 
The Prince and the Pauper into Armenian (1930). It was followed by his first 
original work, üjqüünripp (1937), a collection of tableaus and stories based 
upon Armenian and Armenian-American lífe, I 

Most of the next two decades was devoted to the publication and editing 
of vag abp ,  & literary quarterly of excellence (1939-1954). His second vol- 
ume, "Fu qn jun $nqhubp, also taking its subject matter from the Armenian 
village a rmenian-American life, was published in 1958, in  Dphbiuu. Ñupou

His many translations from American and European literatures remain 
scatteret throughout dailies and periodicals, 

tatphybuu’s work is drawn wholly from his direct observation of life, 
The minute dramas of the proseic existence in the little village that he knew 
So well and recalls so vividly portray scenes and events from his own past, As 
his experiences ín the new world accumulate and find their way into his stories, 
ihe reader senses the shock felt by the author from the clash of the idealized 
memories of a rustic past and the realities of a depression-ridden industrial 
society. Uninphljbuu clearly echoes the sentiments of his uprooted countrymen 
toward bygone days and the problems of an increasingly complex life in an urban 
environment, :

Like Uvniphübuu, š¿uduumuhinq belongs to that generation of young men 
and women who, uprooted from their homeland, carried with them vivid and fond 
memories of the land, the people, and the way of life they had known, Many 
thousands of miles away, they dedicated themselves to the recreation, and con- 
sequently immortalization, of that past.

The great impact of French thought and letters that began to be felt by 
Armenían literature in the nineteenth century did not diminish in the twentieth. 
Nowhere does it manifest itself more vividly than in the works of those writers 
who lived in France after the First World War, of whom Curwpo Vupnntuh and 
Cu uu Gufuntp are two leading representatives. 

Gwen? Yunnniup (Uuquuuq U/jduqtuu) was born in Undwo, not far 
from Constantinople. When he completed his secondary education, he entered the 
officer training school óf the Turkish army (1918). Shortly after World War I, 
he was at the medical school in the Turkish capital, but upon expulsion from 
that institution for political reasons, he decided to continue his studies at 
the Faculte de Medecine at the University of Paris, from which he graduated in 
1927, He spent à year as an intern at the mental hospital in Amiens before be- 

‘ginning his private practice in Paris.

1944), and uud win bw 1) followed in succession, With the exception 
of UU CU > UpntuumntV ....(a novel written for the cinema), they are col- 
lections of folktales, short stories, or prose poems, Middle Eastern tradition 
in general and Armenian tradition in particular serve as sources for most of his 
folktales and short stories. In  WupnqguWUunbuu, however, it is European and 
non-Armenian Middle Eastern national sources that furnish the material. His 
prose poems are based upon personal experiences, 

At his death in 1968, UVunnntüh left a large number of unpublished lit- 
erary and medical manuscripts as a monument to his prodigious intellectual 
energy. 

According to his own statement, Vuprnntüh seeks musicality in his prose, 
sometimes through the repetition of words and the use of diacritical marks, in- 
dicating the prolongation of certain vowel sounds (as in his titles), and at 
other times through the choice and arrangement of words. He thus creates a mag- 
ie world of sounds,as form and content join in a harmonious whole in delicately 
described natural scenes of fragile beauty. 

Yet the author's purpose is not to intoxicate the reader with his sty- 
listic virtuosity but rather to "hide the nudity or bitterness of the thought," 
because this self-professed skeptic believes that thought "always wears a cloak,. 
and its most becoming cloak is feeling." Hence, using folktales and personal. ex- 
periences as a point of departure, Uwpnntuf leads his reader to a philoso- 
phical observation, sometimes stated, sometimes left to be deduced by the reader, 
Lucidity, sadness, and nostalgia are other distinguishing traits of his writings.

uuqqkU Gnigwubu is one of the most original writers that the Armen- 
ian diaspora has produced, He wrote at a time when the Armenian people, scat- 
tered to the four winds, were faced with decisions affecting their survival as 
individuals and as a group, In their new environments, they had to choose be- 
tween assimilation on the one hand and maintenance of ethnic identity on the 
other, the latter as a moral obligation to their past and, perhaps unconsciously, 
as a means of triumphing over the forces that had driven them to the brink of 
complete annihilation. Moreover they were compelled to take a stand vis-a-vis 
the reality of Soviet Armenia, In addition, they were confronted with the so- 
cial, political, and economic problems that beset the world in general. 

The protagonists of Cnioutubwü's novels and short stories are aware of 
these problems, but they do not move in clearly defined situations, giving di- 
rection to events and overcoming obstacles, thereby suggesting solutions to the 
reader, On the contrary, they seem unable to resist the tide and seek refuge in 
love, the central theme of all of Gniputbwu's writings, Because of this lack 
of positive action,utopian visions remain beautiful illusions which provide tem- 
porary refuge to dreamers. 

Gnipwubwi was born in a village near Constantinople. His father, a 
lawyer, came from a wealthy family, but his mother had more modest antecedents. 
He had scarcely completed his elementary education when his entire family was 
deported (September, 1915). He survived the experience because, by a happy co- 
incidence, he was recruited to work on railroad construction in Aleppo, but 
every member of his family (father, mother, brother, and sister) died or was 
Killed during the ordeai. 

The poverty and wandering of the next few years apparently came to an end 
when he entered the newly-opened agricultural school at Undu2 (1919). However, 
because of the turmoil in Turkey, the school was moved to Constantinople, to  - 
bphruu, and back to-Constantinople. His somewhat fictionalized adventures on - 
the return trip to the Turkish capital constitute the subject matter of Uhnnj 
be unluóh nqugn. . Finally, he went to settle in Paris (1922).

cial ideas underwent an evolution as he became increasingly involved in the 
French labor movement and played an important role in its organization, From 
1933 to the Second World War, he held an administrative position in a French 
boarding school, which ultimately was forced to close because of the war, 

As in the case of many men of letters, Gnrpuubuu's initial literary steps 
were in poetry. It was not long, however, before he devoted himself entirely to 
prose. His prolific writings belie his intense activity in the social, educa- 
tional, and national fields.

He died on June 2, 1941 and lies buried in an unknown common grave in 
France. 

Gnipwbbwu prefers an intimate style, making abundant use of the diary, 
the correspondence, the confession, and the monologue, both as a means of ana- 
lyzing his characters' sentiments and recounting events which have already taken 
place, not as they happen. Narrative passages and confessions of love are inter- 
woven with philosophical observations. The traditional structures of the novel 
and short story are often discarded, and what emerges semms to have neither be- 
ginning nor end, but rather to be part of & larger whole, perhaps the totality 
of Gni2ulbuu's work, In his hands, literature becomes a means for the ver- 
balization of ideas rather than a demonstration of them through action,

cuzuy Gu¿unhp 
(1903-1974) 


On August 23, 1974, with the participation of a few French men of letters, 

funeral services were held in the Saint Jean-Baptiste Armenian Church of Paris 
for a writer who had imposed himself on the literary scene by his talent and who 
had created a furore with the ideas expressed in his Wuiuufp unuug opah. 
He had written for nearly half a century as a distinguished but controversial 
member of the Parisian wing of the writers of the Armenian diaspora, a group 
very preoccupied with the fate of their countrymen. If his iconoclastic pes- 
simism had won him admiration and popularity among some of the younger intel- 
lectuals, it had also aroused the anger of others. 

CuSuu Gustnen (PbnbkupEUliuu) was born only a few months after 
Carzuubwi, tut he Pon ped. the tragedy of the latter's adolescence, Al- 
though circumstances resulting from the war compelled him to transfer from one 
school to another, he was more fortunate than many of his contemporaries, for 
he was able to complete his education at the “EpuEnbwu Shool in 1921, Soon, 
he joined the exodus from Turkey to seek refuge in France (1922). 

He attracted widespread attention with the publication of his novel en- 
titled yu$wu?n unuug Engh (1929), not only because of its literary merits 
but also because o e problems with which it dealt, Based upon his personal 
experiences and those of yowng Armenians in France during the preceding years, 
the author sounded the death knell of traditional Armenian values and ethnic 
According to him, Armenian religious and social attitudes had led to 
a philosophy of adaptation rather than eternal resistance and strug- 
gle. 

Judging by Suna, ba nuna gu tuu n th cup (1933), criticism di- 
rected against his Views during the ensuing years not temper his pessimism 
in the least. In the final selection, from which the book takes its title, 
Gwttnip pictures the disillusionment and impotence of the Armenian intellec- 
tual who hopes for a miracle to save his people from oblivion but is convinced 
that the miracle will never take place, š 

In the mid 1930s, CuSuninp's health underwent serious deterioration, 
compelling him to spend most of the remainder of his life in hospitals and san- 
itariums, Gradually, he abandoned Armenian literature in favor of French, using 
the pen name Armen Lubin. He won some critical acclaim for his work and even 
the Rivarol prize for Transfer nocturne. 

The year 1958 saw the publication of Punfhu Ybpwhtopbwy Bhtp, a 
collection of seven articles, descriptions, and meditations purporting to be a 
representative sampling of his writings between 1931 and 1939. It was not a re- 
turn to Armenian literature in the true sense of the word, but it presaged such 
an event. to be realized nearly ten years later with $n unu, abunpulj-
